FHA cracking down on shoddy building practices

The Federal Housing Administration 


ywlcrdny nnnounccd a crackdown on 
shoddy workmanship and other faulty 
practices of Chicago-area builders con- 
tractors and subcontractors. 


John Wnncr, Chicago director of the 


Deportment of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, said 130 companies arc being 
denied participation In HUD programs 
because they failed to make corrections 
or repairs on homes subsidized by .HUD 
or covered by mortgages Insured by the 
department. 


The list of contractors named Ineligible 


for HUD contracts may be outdated, 
however. Two Northwest suburban corn- 
panics. Family Homes of Wheeling and 
First Homes in DCS Plalncs, and an Indi- 
vidual, Royal Faublon of Palatine, arc 
on the list. 


Family Homes built the Mcadowbrook 


East and West subdivisions In Wheeling 
during 1955 and 1956, but has no projects 
there. 


FAUBION. CONTACTED in Hlnsdale 


by The Herald, said, "I don't do business 
with the FHA, I think what this refers to 


Is a company I formerly worked for 
(Kaufman and Broad), \Uilch already 
had been ordered not to do business any 
more with the FHA." He has been em- 
ployed at Continental Homes for two 
years, and previously was associated 
witli K&B for three years. There Is no 
current record of a First Homes com- 
pany doing business In DCS Plalnes. 


Warner said the 130 ineligible con- 


tracting and building firms which had 
previously participated 
In HUD pro- 


grams maybe restored to eligible status 
by completing the repair work required 


by HUD. The list will be updated on a 
monthly basis. 


Continued failure to comply will mean 


those cases will be referred to James T. 
Lynn, HUD secretary, with the recom- 
mendation that they be placed on a na- 
tional list of companies prohibited from 
doing business with any government 
agency. 


"THIS IS ANOTHER move In our cam- 


paign to make the traditional 'caveat 
emptor," or Ict-the-buyer-beware attitude 
of the housing industry, a thing of the 


past," Waner said the HUD action. Wa- 
ner said he has created a consumer ser- 
vice section in his office to deal with con- 
sumer complaints. It will "safeguard the 
homcbuycrs who deal with the office and 
make sure tiicy get the quality of hous- 
ing to which they are entitled," he said. 


Robert Widdicombe, executive director 


of the Home Builders Association of 
Greater Chicago, said it Is meaningless 
to discuss widespread abuse in the hous- 
ing field without reference to specific 
projects. "The FHA has been the target 


of much abuse," he conceded. "In some 
measure it has been the result of a few 
builders who simply ha\e not measured 
up." 


Widdicocombe said the policing of the 


housing industry should come from with- 
in its own ranks. The association will 
soon announce a new home warranty 
program which should alleviate the prob- 
lems of poor workmanship, he said. FHA 
was cut off in subsidized projects, he 
noted and many local builders choose 
not to deal with the agency.

Jim Brunson. chairman of this jear's 


program. •oid the Jaycccs will be look- 
ing to local industry and community or-

Last tear. J.iycces relied mainly on 


conliihutlons from residents to (III the 
700-pinl quota established by the Beverly 
Blood Center, Inc. The blood plan fell 
about 270 pints short of the quota, but 
was continued because enough blood hud 
been collected to cover the needs of the 
community. 


"We h.i\o still got the same quota we 


had last year — 700 pints," Bronson said. 
This figure represents four per cent of 
Wheeling's population, the amount na- 
tionally estimated to cover all blood 
needs. 


UNDER THE community blood plan, 


The inside story 
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,dl village residents arc eligible for blood 
replacement. Bronson said appiovimatc- 
ly :>() pints have been used by the com- 
munity, with the last request being for a 
child's open heart surgery. 


"The program has been a success be- 


cause we have been able to secure a suf- 
ficient amount of blood for the needs of 
the persons who requested it," Bronson 
said 
He added however, that only a 


small number of people have requested 
blood from the plan 


"It is obvious to me that out of 17.000 


people that more than -15 pints of blood 
would 
he necessary 
throughout the 


vcor." he said. If all the persons who 
needed blood had used the program, the 
blood plan might not a\e been able to 
cover all requests. 


In an effort to bolster the blood pro- 


gram, the Jaycccs will now be asking 
industry and community organizations to 
use the community blood plan Instead of 
starting their own program. 
Branson 


said these groups, and their families will 
be completely covered for blood replace- 
ment If 20 per cent of the employes or 
members donate blood to the program. 


TIIE JAYCEES also plan to reduce the 


blood drawings from four to three times 
a year. The first blood donation date has 
been set for Jan. 12 and 13 at the Wheel- 
ing High School library. Tunes will be 
announced. 


Work on this blood drawing will begin 


shortly. "We're going to start the tele- 
phone conversations immediately after 
Thanksgiving," Bronson said. 


The Jaycccs encountered problems re- 


cruiting donors last year because few 
people understood the need for a blood 
program. "When we attached it. there 
was a total ignorance throughout the vil- 
lage," he said. "When we ended It, I

Land-trust beneficiaries noiv a matter of public record 


Information on the name of persons 


who benefit from land trusts requesting 
official action from the Village of Wheel- 
ing is now available to the public. 


The village has revised Its application 


form for zoning changes, special-use per- 
mits and variations to comply witli a 
new state law requiring the disclosure of 
trust beneficiaries. 


Village Mgr. George' Passolt has also 


directed his department heads to request 
disclosures of names, addresses and in- 


terests for any land trust seeking a per- 
mit or license from the village. 


The information will be kept as pait of 


village records which are open to the 
public. It will not, however, be required 
at public hearings on zoning matters. 


The village action in requiring dis- 


closure was taken at the recommenda- 
tion of Village Ally. Paul Hamcr. He 
said that by requiring disclosure tiie vil- 
lage will protect itself while he seeks 


clarification of the law from the Illinois 
Municipal League. 


THE LAW, WHICH became effective 


Oct. 1, affects all land trusts that seek 
"any benefit, authorization, license or 
permit" from the village. According to 
Stale Rep. John Porter, R-Evanston, 
sponsor of the act, this includes any 
requests for zoning' changes, annexa- 
tions, special-use permits, building per- 
mits or licenses. 


"The theory of the bill is that the gov- 


ernment ought to 1m e the right to know 
the real panics with whom they aie 
dealing," Porter ;>aid. 


In the past, the names of be."elicianes 


were secret, and official action was taken 
by the village without knowing who 
would benefit.

Back in Wa>cross. Go., she was known as "that woman." 
"That woman" had a temerity to become the only chal- 


lenger to a male candidate who everybody conceded was a- 
bout to be elected to the board o( supervisors of deep south- 
ern Ware County. ("Thirty minutes before the deadline. I 
was standing In the courthouse trying to make up my mind 
whether to enter the race.") 


During the campaign none of the xotcrs seemed to know 


her name. ("Oh! You're that woman who's running for the 
county board.") 


But on election day, the voters of Ware County made "that 


woman" the first ever elected to a county supervisor's post in 
the State of Georgia. 


That was in 106)1. 


"NOW 
"THAT WOMAN." Betty Spence, sits in the comfort- 


able living room of her suburban tri-Ievel in Buffalo Grove 
and talks about another campaign. 


She now appears to be the only Democratic challenger to 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, Republican incumbent who just 
about everybody concedes Is about to be rcelectcd to the U.S. 
Congress. 


It's a long way from being a Democrat running for a county 


office so deep'In'Georgia that you're almost in Florida, to 
being a Democrat running for national office In a solidly 
Republican territory o( suburban Chicago. 


But given the route that Betty Spence has followed in poli- 


tics, It doesn't seem all that far-fetched. 


Politics was household fare in the Christopher family (her 


maiden name) In Waycross. 


ONE OF HETTY'S FEW memories of her father, a retired 


schoolteacher and tobacco farmer who died when she was 12, 


was Ills "politicking." As a child, she said, she seemed to 
spent a lot of time waiting in the car with her mother while 
her dad argued politics inside the neighborhood grocery 
store. 


After graduation from high school and marriage to Johnny 


Spence at the age of 19, Betty took her place in the civic 
affairs of her hometown, becoming deeply involved in the 
PTA. The local boosters club and church activities, among 
others. 


The "others" included service as election judge, teller and 


pull watcher. 


Then In 19IM, dismayed by the prospect of seeing Georgians 


elect cither Lester Maddox or Bo Callaway as governor, she 
plunged into a volunteer write-In campaign for Ellis Arnold, a 
statewide effort which succeeded in denying both a majority 
and throwing the election into the House. 


In 1966 she became a member of the staff of William Stu- 


ckcy in his first election to Congress. 


It was the experience gained in these campaigns that 


taught her how to conduct a face-to-face, door-to-door, pre- 
cinct campaign that put her on the board of supervisors two 
years later, she says. 


SHE IS NEARLY CONVINCED, says Betty today, that ev- 


erybody who voted for her in the county election was con- 
vinced lie was the only one who was doing so. But enough 
"onlys" voted to giver her a comfortable margin of approxi- 
mately 4,000 votes. 


But less than a year after her election, her husband's work 


— he's an international representative of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers — brought the Spenccs to 
Buffalo Grove. 


For a Georgia girl born and raised in a town of about 


115,000, married to a hometown boy and up to her chin in the 
life of the community, it was a tough transition. 


In Wuycross, she was Betty Spence, "that woman" who got 


herself elected, "ard I loved it." In Buffalo Grove, "I was 
involved in nothing." 


BUT THAT CHANGED AFTER a time. A vacancy oc- 


curred on the Buffalo Grove Plan Commission and after 
months of dogging commission meetings, she won appoint- 
ment to the board by somewhat reluctant village officials. 


But. she said, she had not thought of running against Cr.inc 


until asked to do so last year by members of the 12th Con- 
gressional District Democratic Women's Club, of which she is 
president. 


Ed Frank of Hoffman Estates became the candidate in- 


stead, but tins year she decided to put her name before the 
party leaders of the district. 


She is, however, waiting to see whether there will be an- 


other Democratic challenger, in which case she says she will 
step aside. "I don't want to run in a primary," she says 
frankly, "because I don't think there would be a chance of 
winning if you alienated even one Democrat. You need every 
one of them, plus the Independents, plus a good number of 
Republicans." 


BUT. SHE BELIEVES ALL those votes can be captured by 


someone who will go after them. 


Betty has no particular interest in debating the Republican 


congressman, partly because she does not believe he repre- 
sents the views of the people of the district. 


"I'll run my own campaign," she declares. "The private 


ownership of gold (a pet Crane issue) means nothing to me, 
but the price of beef in the supermarket means a great deal 
to me and to the people of this district."

Arlington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh 


may become the frontrunncr for Republi- 
can slating 05 county board president 
this week. 


Stale Rep. Henry Hyde, H-Park Ridge, 


who nlso is seeking slating (or the post. 
Is expected to withdraw from the race'by 
Saturday to run for the vacated scat of 
U.S. Rep. Harold Collier, R-6th. Collier 
said ho will not seek a toth term In a 
letter to committccmcn Saturday, 


"Hydo Is definitely going to run (for 


Congress)," Comr. Floyd Fulle, chair- 
man of the GOP slatcmaklng committee, 
said at a meeting In the Midland Hotel 
Tuesday. 


But, Hyde, In a telephone call from 


Springfield, refused to switch candidacy 
goals. "Let's say I am extremely Inter- 


ested. I'm In a most awkward position," 
he said. 


BOTH HYDE AND State Sen. Howard 


Mohr, R-Forcst Park, were pegged as 
possible successors to Collier by GOP 
committccmcn from the district who will 
meet Saturday In Hillside to Interview 
potential candidates. Mohr and Hydo 
said they will attend the "open" meeting, 
but neither legislator said that he has 
decided to ask for Congressional slating. 


If Hyde withdraws, county slatcmakcrs 


would face a decision between Walsh and 
J o s e p h T e c s o n , Riverside com- 
mittecman, for board president slating. 
Walsh and Hyde were top choices for the 
post, with Tecson running third, before 
Collier's retirement letter, interviews 
with committccmcn Indicated. 


Tecson also is considering candidacy 


for the Congressional post. 


Business, civic leaders in plea 
Act on RTA this session, 
General Assembly urged 


The future of mass transportation in 


tho Chicago area, and the Chicago Tran- 
sit Authority In particular, arc too impor- 
tant for tho Illinois General Assembly to 
Ignore in tho current session, a group of 
prominent Chicago businessmen and 
civic leaders said yesterday. 


Tho group, organized by the Chicago 


Association of Commerce and Industry, 
prepared a telegram urging the legisla- 
ture to reach some kind of agreement 
this week on formation of an RTA or re- 
main in session until such an agreement 
is reached. 


"All members believe It will be a 


tragedy and a betrayal of responsibility 
If the state legislature docs not work out 
a solution to the growing transportation 
and energy crisis which can be greatly 
helped by an RTA," the group said. 


"TUB HTA HAS tremendous popular 


support, and citizens demand action to 
c o n t i n u e and Improve vital trans- 
portatlon needs of the entire state. Politi- 
cal leadership must respond. Both sides 
state they are ready to negotiate so a 
solution is possible quickly," they said In 
tho telegram. 


Included In the more than 30 members 


of tho group arc Maynard P. Vcncma, 
chairman of the board of Universal Oil 
Products; Larry Provo, president of Chi- 
cago & North Western Transportation 
Co.; Jack Pah!, vice president of North- 
eastern Illinois Planning Commission; 
Betty Cameron of the League of Women 
Voters, and representatives of major 
Chicago banks, newspapers and business- 
CJ.

Coulter said the group members 
would apply whatever personal leverage 
they have, but he would not say that leg- 
islators necessarily would be threatened 
with lack of support In future elections. 


The group was organized quickly when 


it was learned the legislature plans to 
adjourn Friday, Coulter said, but CACI 
and other groups have been working on 
tho problem for years. 


He sold part of the ad hoc committee's 


job will also be to arouse public interest 
in the dangers of losing the CTA, and tho 
hardship It would cause for the economy 
of the city and suburbs.

The reason- 
ing adds that committcemcn torn be- 
tween Hyde and Walsh will now support 
the Arlington Heights mayor. 


• Nothing is harmed by Hyde's consid- 


eration of both posts because the slate Is 
not complete. "Better that this hap- 
pendcd now than after we picked a slate 
or, worse yet, after filing (Dec. 10), one 
commlttccman said. The reasoning still 
rates Walsh and Hyde as "even" choices 
for board presidency slating. 


A "star" and a "new face" inter- 


viewed with slatemakers Tuesday and 
appear headed for party backing. 


CHICAGO CRIME Commission head 


Peter Bcnsinger, as expected, announced 
candidacy Tor county sheriff at a Chicago 
breakfast and then appeared before 
slatemakers. Benslnger's candidacy was 
supported by former Gov. Richard 
Ogllvle and Sen. Charles Percy. 
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Benslnger, 37, a resident of Chicago 


who was state director of public safety 
under Ogllvle, was quickly tabbed a 
"star" candidate by Fulle. 


Fulle's "new type of face, a genuine 


asset" was Arthur Waddy, 30, a black 
attorney from Chicago. Waddy, a gradu- 
ate of Loyola University, requested slat- 
Ing for "any post where you need me" 
and was seen as a GOP chance to cap- 
ture traditionally Democratic black votes 
In the city. "Our (black voters') godsend 
and our savior is not Mayor (Richard) 
Daley and the Democratic party," he 
said. 


Although Fulle originally said that the 


county slate would bo determined by 
Tuesday, another meeting Is scheduled 
for Nov. 20. Fulle predicted Interviews of 
another "full slate" of candidates, but 
only two potential candidates are sched- 
uled — Alice Ihrlg, former state League 
of Women Voters' head from Oak Lawn, 
and Marie Sink of Worth Township, for 
county superintendent of education.

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Bill approved to limit Nixon's power 


The House Rules Committee approved legislation to limit 


President Nixon's power to Impound funds and to create a 
new House committee to oversee the congressional budget- 
making process. The bill would require the President to re- 
port all Impoundments to Congress within 10 days along with 
his reasons for Impoundment. 


Abolish two-tier gold price system 


The United Stales, In concert with six European nations, 


has abolished the two-tier pricing system for gold, Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman Arthur F. Burns announced. The 
action opened the way for the U.S., If it chooses, to sell por- 
tions of Its $10.487 billion gold stockpile on the open market. 


College desegregation plan rejected 


The Deportment of Health Education and Welfare, acting 


under a federal court order, has rejected plans from nine 
states for desegregation of their public college systems be- 
cause the plans lack adequate detail. Given 90 days to im- 
prove their plans were Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania and Virginia. Louisiana 
and Mississippi arc to submit plans by Nov. 30. 


Ford workers reject contract 


The United Auto Workers announced in Detroit that skilled 


tradesmen at Ford Motor Co. had rejected the tentative con- 
tract with the automaker, the first rejection of its kind in 
union history. The margin of defeat was almost 4-1. Produc- 
tion workers approved the agreement reached Oct. 26 by a 2-1 
margin. UAW president Leonard Woodcock did not disclose 
what the union's next move will be. 


Bill to clear way for Saxbe backed 


A bill to clear away a constitutional prohibition that threat- 


ens the nomination of Sen. William B. Saxbe of Ohio to be 
attorney general won unanimous approval from the Senate 
Civil Sen-ice Committee. 


N. Y. Supreme Court justice indicted 


Brooklyn Supreme Court Justice Dominic S. Rlnaldl was 


indicted on charges of perjury and obstructing governmental 
administration. The indictment charged that Rlnaldl lied to a 
special grand jury on three occasions. Rlnaldl faced 7 to 22 
yean In prison if convicted. 


Airline guilty of discrimination 


A federal judge found Northwest Air Lines guilty of prac- 


ticing sex discrimination In its flight crews. The ruling could 
mean retroactive pay hikes of up to $250 a month for about 
1,100 Northwest stewardesses. The suit was filed by 40 stew- 
ardess in July, 1970. Since then, 1,100 more stewardesses 
joined in the case. A similar cose against Trans World Air 
Lines Is pending.

Percy launches campaign fund drive 


Sen. Charles II. Percy of Illinois has launched a direct mall 


campaign to raise $90,000 to begin a possible drive for the 
1973 Republican presidential nomination, it was reported yes- 
terday. A letter, soliciting contributions from $15 to $100, has 
been sent by Milton S. Elsenhower to past Percy supporters, 
00 per cent of them in Illinois. 


Shopping center network planned 


A billion-dollar shopping center network was unveiled be- 


fore Mayor Richard J. Daley, and he hailed the venture as a 
way to keep Chicago shoppers in the city. The plan calls for 
construction of five giant centers and 10 smaller ones that 
would increase the city's revenue from property and sales 
taxes an estimated $23 million per year. 


Kunstler never cited before 


Chicago Seven lawyer William Kunstler told a judge that in 


more than 200 controversial trials he had never been cited for 
contempt before or since he was so charged by U.S. District 
Court Judge Julius J. Hoffman. Hoffman originally imposed 
contempt convictions and prison sentences on the group but a 
federal appeals court ruled they must be re-tried before an- 
other judge.

Nationwide moves to meet the energy 


crisis continued yesterday as the House 
overwhelmingly approved a bill to re- 
quire the President to allocate shrinking 
supplies of crude oil and petroleum prod- 
ucts.

Kissinger vows U.S. friendship ivith China

PEKING (UPI) — Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger rounded out his sixth 
visit to Peking Tuesday with a declara- 
tion that "friendship with China Is one 
constant factor of American foreign pol- 
icy." 


In a banquet toast after 11 hours of 


talks with Premier Chou En-lal and 
Communist Party Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung, Kissinger said "the progress we 
have made In our relationship will con- 
tinue In years ahead whatever happens 
in the future and whatever the adminis- 
tration in.Washlngton." 


He said the joint communique being is- 


sued after his departure for Tokyo en 
route home will not reflect the signifi- 
cance of his visit — that "it will be con- 
tained in the relationship and the future 


we have charted." 


Toasting in reply, Chinese Foreign 


Minister Chi Peng-Fel agreed that the 
talks had been beneficial and said, "We 
are confident that the friendship of China 
and the United States will grow stronger 
and stronger and will move toward nor- 
malization." 


Kissinger held another of his scries of 


meetings with Chou prior to the banquet, 
and the two conferred afterward on the 
final draft of the communique. Officials 
cautioned reporters "not to look for any 
specifics of any particular nature" in the 
communique, saying: "There is no great 
news in It." 


Chou also said he would not visit the 


United States "as long as there Is a rep- 
resentative of the Chiang Kai-shek 


clique" in Washington. The remark came 
during a friendly exchange between the 
premier and reporters while Chou and 
his entourage waited for Kissinger, who 
was leaving Peking for Tokyo. 


Early Tuesday, Kissinger, who had 


spent most of his Peking visit In places 
such as the Forbidden City and Great 
Hall of the People, got a closer look at 
the people of China. 


He walked down a country road to visit 


an agricultural commune near Peking 
and toured a duck farm, a barn and a 
home for the aged. 


"I can't really think about a country 


until I've had some association with the 
people," said Kissinger as he trudged 
down the dirt road in his gray pin-stripe 
suit and topcoat.

Sub teachers call 
raises Insulting' 


Substitute teachers and tcnchcrs for homcbound students 


will receive raises In January, but the increases were called 
"Insulting" by a representative of the teachers. 


The board Monday agreed to raise the daily rate for substi- 


tute teachers from 427.50 to $28 nnd to Increase the hourly 
rate for substitute teachers and teachers of homebound stu- 
dents from $5.50 to $5.60. In addition the board raised the rate 
that substitutes will earn after 10 days on the same Job from 
$33 to $33.60. 


The board also agreed that next September, the dally rate 


will be raised again to $28.50, the rate after 10 days on the 
same Job will be raised to $34.20 and the hourly rate for 
teachers of homcbound students will be raised to $6.50. 
The hourly rate for substitutes will be raised to $5.70. The 
rate for teachers of homcbound students will be expected to 
cover mileage. 


Roscalco Mclsncr, a substitute teacher In the district, said 


she believes the Increases too small, particularly since all 
substitutes must take the extra period of supervisory duty 
that has been assigned to each teacher this year. 


Mrs. Mclsncr said, "Fifty cents a day isn't much of an 


increase. It hardly pays for the Increase In the school lunches 
this year." 


Two contractors fined $6,200 


TWO coXTHACTOns who worked on Buffalo Grove High 


School have been assessed n total of $6,200 because of delays 
in completing their parts of the construction job. 


The High School Dist. 214 board agreed Monday to deduct 


$.1,200 from the contract for Vicrllng Steel Works, which sup- 
plied the structural steel for the school because the company 
was 16 days late In completing Its part of the work. 


In addition, the board agreed to deduct $3,000 from the 


contract of Ockcrlund Construction Co., the concrete con- 
tractor for the school. Ockcrlund was charged for a 15-day 
delay In completing the job. 


In both cases the boarc accepted the recommendation of 


Marshall Stevens, a representative of the building architect, 
not to charge the contractors for the total number of days 
they were late In completing their work. Stevens ex- 
plained that some of the delay was due to bad weather and a 
construction strike. 


In addition, the board agreed rot to charge the contractors

In addition, the board agreed not to charge two other con- 


tractors who did not complete work on time because, accord- 
Ing to Stevens, their delay was due to slow work by other 
contractors. 


Representatives from both Ockcrlund and Vlerllng ap- 


peared at the meeting to protest the deduction In the eon- 
tract. The board said if the two contractors decide to contest 
tin; board's action In court, the board will ask for the total 
amount possible without regard to delays because of bad 
weather. That would raise the deduction to $5,200 for Vlerling 
ar.cl $7,000 for Ockcrlund. 


The total steel contract for the high school was nearly 


$790,000 and the total concrete contract was more than 
$400,000. 


Buffalo Grove High School opened for students In time In 


September, but the school's gym, fieldhouse and auditorium 
were not ready in time for the opening. Some work still re- 
mains to be clone in those parts of the building, school offi- 
cials said. 


Hits contract to be extended? 


SCHOOL BUS CONTRACTS, which three years ago landed 


the Dist. 214 board In court, will probably not be rcbld this 
year. Instead, the board has agreed to try to negotiate a one- 
year extension on Us contract with the two companies that 
provide bus service to the district. 


The board Monday authorized Assistant Supt. Robert Weber 


to try to negotiate one-year extensions on the contracts with 
Rltzenthalcr Bus Lines and Cook County Bus Co. The con- 
tracts arc due to expire at the end of this school year. 


Weber told the board he had originally thought the contract 


should be rcbld for another three years, but as he heard news 
of the fuel shortage and of financial problems of some bus 
companies he said, "I began to feel It might not be a bad Idea 
to negotiate for one more year." 


The district is not required by law to bid for school bus 


service, Wcbcr said. Supt. Edward Gilbert added that, If the 
district extends its present contracts for one more year, its 
contract will then expire at the same time as some area 
elementary school districts and it might be possible for clc- 
monlury districts and Dist. 214 to form a cooperative in buy- 
ing bus service. 


District officials estimate the contracts could be renego- 


tiated at a five to six percent increase over last year. 


In 1971. Dist. 214 asked the Cook County Circuit Court to 


decide between Cook County Bus Co. and a rival bidder, Da- 
vldsmeyer Bus Co. Both companies had bid on providing ser- 
vice to the southern part of the district. 


The district decided to go to court after a dispute over 


which company had submitted the lowest bid and over the 
legality of a board action awarding a bid. Finally, Cook Coun- 
ty was awarded the $800,000 contract to provide service for 
the southern part of the district and Rltzcnthaler received the 
$1.4 million contract on busing In the northern part of the 
district. 


Teachers' grievance to be heard 


THE I>tST. 214 board agreed Monday that, If necessary, it 


will hold a public hearing on a grievance filed by the Dist. 214 
Education Association at Its next regular board meeting, Nov. 
2C. 


The grievance protests the board's policy, adopted this 


year, that all teachers must be assigned one period of extra 
supervisory duty In addition to the five class periods. In the 
past, extra supervisory duty, Including such jobs as hall 
monitor, were assigned to only a few teachers. 


Representatives of the association have appeared several 


times before the board to protest the policy. Under the formal 
grievance, which has now been filed, it is charged that the 
policy violates the board's contract with the association. 


Under the grievance procedure in the district's contract, 


the charges arc first heard by Supt. Edward Gilbert and then, 
If the association wants to appeal further, by the board in a 
public hearing. Gilbert said he will hear the case this week.

Village bus, plastic garbage bag test 
Big U.S. fund chunk in two projects

To date, the Village of Wheeling has 


spent $9,217 In federal revenue-sharing 
funds to finance parts of two projects — 
the village bus and the pilot program 
testing plastic garbage bags. 


The remaining funds have been desig- 


nated for use under broad categories 
where tentative programs have been de- 
veloped. Village Mgr. George Passolt 
said he placed these funds into these 
broad categories because of a govern- 
ment requirement that all allocated 
funds must be accounted for. 


Despite this categorization, Passolt is 


not sure how the funds will be used. 
"What I've done Is mainly just put it 


where we thought we'd need it," he said. 


The village is scheduled to receive 


5143,830 in federal revenue sharing funds 
for the period from July 1 to June 30, 
1 9 7 4 . Prior allocations amount to 
5143,024. 


ACCORDING TO Passott, a large part 


of this money will probably be used for 
projects .that would otherwise require 
bond issues. Projects include installation 
of water and sewer lines in the village 
nnd various building programs to in- 
crease village facilities. 


"We're trying to use it to find certain 


things that we would probably have to go 
out to bond issues on," he said. "We're 
trying to avoid doing that." 


For some tune, village officials have 


been talking about expanding the present 
village hall, building an addition on the 
fire station, constructing a new mainte- 
nance garage and improving village 
wells. Some of these projects may be fi- 
nanced with the federal funds. 


Passolt said such improvements are 


"sorely needed" but have been delayed 
because funds were not available before 
last December. According to the federal 
revenue sharing fund forms completed 
by Passolt, the village has allocated 
more than $83,000 for such capital im- 
provements. 


These required forms however, were 


not filed in time to meet the federal 
deadline. The village therefore did not 
receive its $78,054 revenue sharing check

A referendum, he 
added, merely gives the people a chance 
to be heard on what they want for recre- 
ational facilities. 


Kuhns said the park board had dis- 


cussed the possibility of an indoor pool 
but decided the district could neither af- 
ford to build it or operate it at this time. 
"Perhaps in 10 years," he said.

ized. He said he is presently working 
with a group of senior citizens to develop 
the program. "They've been on us for 
that," he said. "Other communities 
apparently have it, and I think we should 
have a senior citizen's program." 


BOTH THE village bus and the gar- 


bage bag program are scheduled to re- 


. ccive additional funding. The village bus 


has already used $7,473, and an addition- 
al $15,000 in revenue sharing funds is set, 
aside for the project. 


Passolt said it will take the village two 


or three years before the bus is oper- 
ating without a loss. He said these funds 
will support the bus through this trial pe- 
riod. He said the village will then have to 
decide if tho transportation system is 
worthwhile. 


The garbage program has already 


used $1,744 in revenue sharing funds for 
the purchase of metal garbage bag 
stands. An additional $6,000 has been set 
aside for the program in case it is 
adopted by the village.

U'ithin "the suburbs" there are 


126 incorporated municipalities, as 
well as 30 separate townships and 
a hodgepodge of more than 400 
autonomous taxing bodies such as 
school, park and sanitary districts. 


Each of these entities face prob- 


lems which overlap and conflict 
with the interests of other subur- 
ban municipalities and agencies, 
and which will continue to prolif- 
erate as suburbia continues its in- 
exorable population growth. 


Lack of coordination and cooper- 


ative planning for future needs has 
long been a major obstacle to the 
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orderly solution of many of the 
problems facing these individual 
governmental units. 


In addition there remains, as 


County Commissioner Floyd Fulle 
r a t h e r startlingly pointed out 
recently, 
more 
unincorporated 


land in Cook County than has been 
swallowed up by municipalities in 
the past 15 years of meteoric 
growth. 


A major function of the Cook 


County Board of Commissioners is 
supervision of governmental func- 
t i o n s in these unincorporated 
areas, which now suffer 
from 


grossly inadequate police protec- 
tion, flood control, zoning and 
building code enforcement and oth- 
er detriments. 


Republican slatemakers arc cur- 


rently considering candidates for 
suburban representatives on the 
county board, and for the post of 
president of the board. To date, 
they have interviewed three candi- 
dates for president, all of whom 
carry credentials which would 
qualify them for the post. 


The candidates are State Rep. 


Homy J. Hyde, R-Pnrk Ridge; Jo- 
seph A. Tccson, former delegate to 
the Constitutional Convention; and 
Arlington Heights Mayor John J. 
Walsh.

Nixon hurt by evidence

WASHINGTON — If President Nixon Is 


an innocent victim of his subordinates in 
the Watergate affair, there is every ad- 
vantage In his full cooperation wilh the 
House Judiciary Committee's Impeach- 
ment investigation. 


Careful reading of accumulated public 


evidence shows Chairman Peter Rodino, 
D-N.J., and his Investigators don't need 
any more evidence to establish a prim a 
facie case that Nixon was involved in the 
federal crime of obstruction of justice. 


Admissible evidence Is available al- 


ready to get such a case before a jury, 
and guilt or innocence would be a jury 
question on whether John W. Dean III or 
Richard Nixon was the most believable. 


Sorely needed at this point, it seems, is 


hard evidence on Nixon's side. 


That point has become clear to even 


Nixon's strongest supporters. Recent sug- 
gestions by Senator Edward Gurncy, 
R-FIa., that "all tapes" be made avail- 
able and the complete independence of 
the new special Watergate prosecutor re- 
flects this concern. 


If Nixon has been an innocent victim of 


the most fiendish political frame-up in 
American history, the verbatim tran- 
scripts of his conversations with those 
political assistants should convince Nix- 
on's most skeptical critics. 


Despite frequent denials, the Water- 


gate trials, the Senate Watergate hoar- 
ings and the "admissions against inter- 
est" by Nixon himself have produced 
enough evidence to name him a co-con- 
spirator in a federal criminal Indictment 
for obstruction of Justice. 


If Nixon were an ordinary citizen or a 


government official other than president, 
he would be indictable on the basis of 
overwhelming 
admissible 
evidence. 


Some of his own public statements would 
provide the evidence for a most grueling 
cross-examination on his claims that he 
has been trying to get "the truth" out 
since mid-March. 


That opinion by this writer on the hard 


evidence against Nixon is a view shared 
by many present and former government 
prosecutors, some of whom have already 
expressed it in court In dealing witli the 
White House tapes controversy. 


At this stage there should be no doubt 


in the mind of anyone, including Presi- 
dent Nixon, that a high level conspiracy 
did take place after the June 17, 1972, 
Watergate burglary to limit the prose- 
cution to the five burglars arrested at 
Democratic headquarters and to two for- 
rjcr White House employes — E. Howard 
Hunt and G. Gordon Liddy. 


That conspiracy is admitted by former 


White House Counsel John Dean, former 
deputy director of the Nixon campaign 
Jeb S. Magrudcr, former campaign di- 
rector John N. Mitchell and his assistant 
Fred La Rue. 


Testimony of Dean, Magrudcr, Mit- 


chell and La Rue, supported by an abun- 


dance of corroborative documentation, 
have implicated former White House 
Chief of Staff H. R. (Bob) Haldcman, 
former Special Assistant John D. Ehr- 
lichman, Deputy White House Assistant 
G o r d o n Strachan, Special Counsel 
Charles Colson and Herbert Kalmbach, 
formerly Nixon's private attorney. 


John Dean is the only witness directly 


testifying to Nixon's knowledge of Dean's 
various activities to obstruct justice. But 
he is strongly corroborated by the testi- 
mony of Magruder, La Rue, Mitchell, 
Strachan and Kalmbach on the knowl- 
edgeable leadership roles of Ehrlichman 
and Haldcman in the cover-up from July 
IB to the day they resigned their White 
House posts with an accolade from Prcs-

ident Nixon as "two of the finest public 
servants it has been my privilege to 
know." 


Indeed, one of the strongest points 


againt Nixon's thesis that he was an in- 
nocent dupe of his advisors, is that he 
has continued to reject the idea that Hal- 
dcman and Ehrlichman were a part of 
the alleged conspiracy to deceive him. 


No evidence suggests that President 


Nixon had prior knowledge of the plans 
to burglarize and wiretap Democratic 
National Committee headquarters at the 
Watergate. 


But, once the arrests were made, Pres- 


ident Nixon has said he became aware 
shortly of the involvement of E. Howard 
Hunt, a White House consultant, and G. 
Gordon Liddy, a former White House 
lawyer who was finance counsel for the 
Nixon re-election committee. 


The President explained: 
"I ... had to be deeply concerned with 


insuring that neither the covert oper- 
ations of the CIA nor the operation of the 
special investigation unit (the plumbers) 
should be compromised. Therefore, I in- 
structed Mr. Haldcman and Mr. Ehrlich- 
man to insure that the investigation of 
the break-in not expose either an unre- 
lated cover operation of the CIA or the 
activities 
of 
the 
White 
House 
in- 


vestigations unit." 


While admitting instructing Haldeman 


and Ehrlichman, the President added: 
"It was certainly xot my intent, nor my 
wish, that the investigation of the Water- 


gate break-in or of related acts be im- 
peded in any way." 


According to testimony of Ehrlichman, 


it was Mr. Nixon who requested that he 
contact the Justice Department to halt 
plans to call the Republicans' chief fund 
raiser Maurice Stans before the federal 
grand jury investigating the Watergate 
burglary. 


The federal grand jury was hung up on 


the question of whether Hugh Sloan Jr., 
or Jcb Magrudcr was telling the truth 
about the amount of cash given to G. 
Gordon Liddy. 


Stans was granted the favored treat- 


ment requested by President Nixon, and 
did not have to appear before the grand 
jury- Rather, he was questioned by pros- 
ecutors at the Justice Department. 


Ehrlichman claims it was not to inter- 


fere with the search for the truth, but it 
did mean that Jcb Magruder's carefully 
contrived and now admitted perjury re- 
mained undisclosed until Magruder and 
Hugh Sloan appeared before the Senate 
Watergate Committee in June. 


Perhaps Nixon didn't know of Ma- 


gruder's perjury, of the evasiveness of 
Stans, of Dean's efforts to get the CIA to 
use government funds to payoff the sev- 
en Watergate burglars, or the role of 
Kalmbach and La Rue in paying out 
more than $400,000 of Nixon campaign 
funds to the Watergate burglars and 
their lawyers. 


Perhaps President Nixon was unaware 


of the discussions of "executive clemen- 
cy" for Hunt, Liddy, and James McCord 
by Dean, Colson, and White House in- 
vestigator John Caulfield. 


Nixon told the nation on Aug. 15, "My 


consistent position from the beginning 
has been to get out the facts about Wa- 
tergate, not to cover them up." 


Against such self-serving declarations 


of Presidential intent Is a record of Pres- 
idential foot-drapging acainst the urgings 
of all of the Republican leaders. 


Nixon, as a lawyer and a former con- 


gressional investigator, is more keenly 
aware of its seriousness than any of his 
critics. While Nixon loudly declares his 
innocence, he must be aware that many 
others whose cases he followed closely — 
Algcr Hiss, Jimmy Hoffa, Bobby Baker 
and Carmine De Sapio — went to prison 
still protesting their innocence. 


They too claimed to be victims of per- 


jury by a key witness, fabricated corro- 
boration and a series of unfortunate 
friendships and circumstances. 


But. they did not have recordings that 


might have proved their innocence of the 
crimes charged. 


As Nixon's credibility goes down, the 


credibility of John Dean goes up. 


Some of the greatest corroboration for 


Dean appears to be Nixon's continued ac- 
tions which seem to be more consistent 
with a continuing cover-up of evidence of 
crime than with a desire to getting the 
truth out to the public.

Kissinger on peace trail

With a shaky start toward meaningful 


peace talks behind him in the Middle 
East, Secretary of Stale Henry A. Kis- 
singer went to Peking to try to prevent 
the collapse of another peace effort in 
the Far East. 


In talks with Arab leaders, and par- 


ticularly in the announcement of renewed 
diplomatic relations with the United 
Arab Republic, the indefatigable secre- 
tary of state was demonstrating his 
"even handed" approach to a solution of 
Arab-Israeli hostilities. 


In Peking, the effort was to demon- 


strate a similar approach to U.S. rela- 


tions with Moscow and Peking. 


Under the Shanghai communique of 


Feb. 27, 1972, summing up President Nix- 
on's visit to China, both sides are bound 
to seek peace in the Asia-Pacific area 
and to seek solution of international dis- 
putes "without resort to the use of threat 
of force." 


In U.S-Chinese relations, the imme- 


diate flashpoint is Indochina where South 
Vietnam and Hanoi continue to jockey 
for possession of rice and key commu- 
nication points, and Cambodia where the 
U.S-supported Lon Nol government con-

tant future, or at least until the future of 
Nationalist China on Taiwan is resolved. 
The U.S. already is on record as believ- 
ing it should be settled peacefully be- 
tween the two Chinas.

trade between the U.S. and China, now- 
expected to come close to $900 million 
this year, and whether the United States 
is to extend favored nation treatment to 
impart of Chinese goods. 


Perhaps of greater importance is what 


seems to be Kissinger's view of world 
power centers and how to deal with 
them. 


That is that Kissinger sees a relation- 


ship between his dealings with Middle 
East nations and China, just as he also 
sees a link between his triangular rela- 
tionship with China and the Soviet Union 
and NATO.

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Report of SW committee 


Tuition-free state colleges envisioned 


A situation in which college students 


would pay no tuition to attend state col- 
leges and universities, but would receive 
no scholarship help when attending pri- 
vate schools has been envisioned by a 
committee at Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity. 


The proposal to eliminate tuition at 


stale nchools was presented recently to a 
committee of the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education which Is studying state tuition 
policies. The proposal, developed by a 
committee of the Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity board of trustees, "tries to bring 
up significant questions" which the stntc 
should answer, according to James 
Brown, staff director for the S1U 
trustees. 


The committee's presentation to the 


state board lias already drawn fire from 
officials In private colleges and univer- 
sities In the state. President J. Roger 


Miller of Mllllkln University In Decalur 
said the proposal would jeopardize the 
state's private schools. 


(ilUMVN explained that the SIU report 


was not Intended to suggest specific ac- 
tion to the state. Instead, he said, "We 
tried to bring up significant questions in 
the philosophy of tuition we think the 
stato should deal with." 


Brown said, "The basic question we 


feel should be answered is what under- 
standing the state of Illinois should have 
about providing higher education." State 
support of private colleges, which In- 
cludes direct payments to schools which 
have Illinois State Scholars In attend- 
ance, Brown said, "was started when 
there were too many students for state 
schools to accommodate." 


Now that the number of students at- 


tending colleges has peaked and Is de- 


clining, Brown said, "We have the prob- 
lem of whether we want to continue giv- 
ing money to private schools when, at 
least In the short run, public schools can 
probably handle the load without paying 
anyone to help us." 


THE SIU proposal is In marked con- 


trast to a recent proposal from the Com- 
mittee of Economic Development, a pri- 
vate national study group which suggests 
that tuition at state colleges and univer- 
sities be increased drastically until stu- 
dents arc paying nearly the full cost of 
their education. 


The state board's tuition committee 


has said It will make a preliminary re- 
port In December. Brown said he be- 
lieves the SIU report will be considered 
and "I'm sure the state board will follow 
the course of looking at tuition from a 
fundamental, 
philosophical 
point of 


view."

dent government leaders at Forest 
View said they plan to erect a plaque 
dedicating the courtyard to him.

It Is generally said that pipe smoking 


Is not as bad as cigarct smoking. How- 
ever, there has not been n comparable 
study on a large population of pipe 
smokers as has been accomplished \\ilh 
cigarct smoker*. There Just aren't that 
many regular pipe smokers In the gener- 
al population to make such a meaningful 
survey. It is generally agreed that In- 
haling tobacco smoke leads to n greater 
absorption of the amount of nicotine in 
the body and, hence, nicotine-type poi- 
soning. This is probably true for other 
noxious elements In tobacco smoke. 


Pipe smoking, because of Its heat and 


the presence of tars, can irritate the lip 
and 1* responsible for sores on the lip 
and tongue which sometimes become lip 
or tongue cancer. Another problem with 
pipe smoking Is the amount of carbon 
monoxide the smoke contains. In this re- 
gard. It's worse than cigarets. Cigarct 
smoke contains about 1 per cent carbon 
monoxide: pipe smoke, 2 per cent; and 
clear smoke, 6 per cent. In a closed area 
where a great deal of smoking is oc- 
curring, the carbon monoxide level can 
realty build up to levels higher than 
those commonly permitted under health 
regulation* In Industrial situations. Car- 
bon monoxide combines with the he- 
moglobin In the red blood cells and 
makes them ineffective in circulation.

That contract would wheel In without a 
finesse as would six clubs. It appeared 
as If the Jais psychic had really paid off. 


It didn't. At the other table East 


passed after North opened one club. 
South bid a spade; North two clubs; 
South three diamonds;

spades; South four notrump; North five 


diamonds and South six spades. The 
some queen of hearts was led; the same 
unfortunate play in spades and the same 
result, so all the psychic got was a stand- 
off.

An ideal situation. 
At least for a year. Then Hoffman Es- 


tates wages a full-scale varsity war and 
tlie MSL Is again faced with an irregular 
(not to mention frightening) number of 
teams. 


Lucky thirteen. 
There's talk of splitting the league Into 


two feasible conferences — by districts 
— but it's being met with daggers. 


Logically, District 214 (Hcrscy, Rolling 


M e a d o w s , Arlington, Wheeling, Elk 
Grove, Forest View, Prospect and Buf- 
falo Grove) could become a separate en- 
tity. It has the perfect number of teams 
(8) and geographically, you couldn't ask 
for more.

Schaumburg, Frcmd and Hoffman Es- 
tates) would be left out in the cold with 
just five teams. No one expects the latter 
to be doing handsprings over that sug- 
gestion with the possible exception of 
unattached Maine North who might fit In 
nicely — enrollment wise (1600).

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Whitetail deer questions 
provoke startling answers 


• EVERYTHING YOU always wanted to 
know about white tall deer, etc.: 


• How long do they live? 


In tho wild, about 12 to 14 yean. In 


captivity, about 20 yean. 
• How good I* their hearing? 


Fantastic. Tho long, broad, deeply cup- 


ped ears can pick up the slightest sound 
when conditions arc right. Someone 
made a test and discovered that a deer 
could hear tho clicking of a fingernail 73 
yards downwind. So watch tho dry sticks. 
• How lharp Is their sense of smell? 


Perhaps even more sensitive than their 


hearing. Tho white tall seems to rely 
more on "winding" danger than In 
seeing or hearing It. With favorable 
winds ho can smell you a long ways 
away. 


• How fait can a while tail run? 


30 miles an hour for several miles, If 


the need arises. In a sprint, a strong 
buck can hit 40 miles an hour. 
• How far or how high con they jump? 


About as high or as far as they need 


too. which is often and awesome. Ono ' 
Wisconsin record states that a deer 
jumped an eight foot fence without a run- 
ning start or even a preliminary step. Ho 
just flat jumped it, A normal broad jump 
for a while tall Is about 30 feet, but on a 
downhill run a naturalist claims he mea- 
sured ono leap of 100 feet. 
• How keen I* thrlr eyesight! 


On a par with their senses of smell and 


hearing. Although a deer Is color blind, 
he can see you blink an eye in good light. 
His only disadvantage Is in semi-dark- 
ness — which Is when ho can't be hunted 
anyway. 
• What lounds do deer make? 


Not many and not often. -A fnwn bleats 


a little bit. A buck will snort occasionally 
when startled. And I've heard a deer 
docs whine or bleat, apparently in pain. 
• Do they swim? 


Yes. Very well, too. Their hollow-hair- 


ed winter coat Is a great Insulator and 
exceptionally buoyant, so they use their 
strength for locomotion. They clock 
about 13 miles per hour In the water and 
they don't seem to fear swimming sev- 
eral miles from land. 


Sportsman's 


notebook

• Why don't we find more dropped, or 
cast antlers In the woods? 


Because all kinds of small animals like 


to cat them for their calcium and other 
chemical salts. By Uie time the deer 
sheds them, in December and January, 
Uie antlers are pretty well softened and 
they deteriorate fast. Tne buck begins to 
grow a new set in the spring, about 
April, and by fall they arc full grown 
and polished. 
• How long does the breeding (rutting) 
season last? 


A buck Is ready almost all the time, 


but he generally can't catch an inter- 
ested doc until about October. Docs arc 
generally bred from October through De- 
cember. Her heat periods last about 24 
hours, sometimes 38 hours, but the peri- 
od can recur as many as three times ev- 
ery 28 days until she is bred. 
• When arc the fauns born? 


The gestation period is 200 days. A 


white tail doc drops anywhere, from one 
to three (once in a great while four) 
fawns that will weigh from five to seven 
pour/Is apiece. Depending on when the 
breeding took place, the fawns are gener- 
ally dropped In May and June. New born 
males outnumber females slightly, and 
outweigh them slightly as well. 
• When does she wean the fawns? 
They nurse heavily for about two 


montlis and then are weaned abruptly 
and completely. The doo will dry up 
about a month after nursing stops. Thus 
a doo, in November, has had ample time 
to wean a late June fawn. 
• Will heavy hunting pressure remove 
too many bucks for a good breeding sea- 
son? 


Not likely. A healthy buck in the wild 


can service six or seven does without 
any trouble. (In captivity one penned

• When docs a doe become permanently 
barren? 


Probably never. Females known to be 


over 10& years old have produced 
healthy young. 
• How productive Is a deer herd? 


On good range a herd will nearly 


double Its size in a single fawning period. 
Even the young does get Into the act. 
Thirty per cent to 50% of the six months 
old females get pregnant and have fawns 
at age 12 or 13 months. 
• How can I estimate the live-weight of 
a deer after field dressing? 


You remove about 25% of tho live 


weight with field dressing, so weigh what 
you bring homo and add 25%. 
• How much edible venison will I get? 


A lot depends on what condition and 


age your deer Is and where you shot him, 
or how often. If you, or your butcher 
know what you're doing, you should be 
able to eat about 86% of the dressed 
weight of the carcass. 
• How many stomachs does a deer 
have? 


Not that it's important, but four, just 


like cattle and sheep. A deer regurgitates 
from the first stomach and chews cud, 
like a cow. Deer have no gall bladder, 
which cuts medical costs. 
• What arc the hair balls in a decrs 
stomach? 


Balls of hair. Like your family bouse 


cat, the deer got them by licking himself 
to get clean. They can be two or three 
Inches In diameter, and they're nothing 
to worry about. 
• What are the stones you sometimes 
find In a deer's stomach? 


Why are we spending so much time 


opening Ms stomach? Anyway, they are 
calcium stones that build up Inside the 
stomach, perhaps from an Irritation. 
• What is the largest number of points 
ever counted on a white tall rack? 


A buck shot in Texas a few years ago 


had 78 points total. 
• How large Is a deer's home range? 


On good range, such as in northern and 


western Wisconsin, a deer will rarely 
wander more than two or three miles 
from where he was born. They can move 
as far as necessary, however, to find 
good pasture. 
• What's the most important part of 
field dressing, and what about those 
"scent bags"? 


The most important thing about field 


dressing is to be sure the deer is dead 
before you get close to him. Believe It or 
not, we get an astonishing number of re- 
ports every season of hunters who have 
had the stuffings kicked out of them by a 
"dead" deer. Forget about the "scent 
bag" myth and don't hunt with the guy 
who told you about them, because he 
doesn't know from deer. 


Just clean the deer Immediately, when 


you get to him, he'll no doubt have bled 
himself. Wipe the body cavity clean, but 
don't rinse It with water. Just be sure the 
cavity Is completely clean and dry. Prop 
It open with a stick while you're waiting 
to transport it and keep it as cool as you 
can. 


Carry a field-dressed deer on the car- 


top or in a trailer. You can play "hot 
dog" and carry him on the car fender if 
you want, but he'll be thoroughly heated 
from the engine, and much spoiled by 
the time you get him home.

They're hooked on rugs 


by KAREN THOMPSON 


They've been bitten by the rug bug. 
Mrs. Mildred Prnll started hooking 


rugs 25 years ago and sho has completed 
so many she has lost count. 


Mrs. Sally White has been hooking 


rugs for only two and a half years, but 
her enthusiasm for the craft radiates 
when she admits she would like to tackle 
a room-eized rug someday. 


Considered by some Die true North 


American craft, hand-hooked rugs were 
a necessity for early pioneers and today 
provide hours of recreation and rainbows 
of color for ruggers throughout the 
United States. 


THE EARLY RUGS are now In the 


possession of museums or in private col- 
lections of enormous worth. They origi- 
nated In the farm homes where the wool 
was raised on the hoof, spun, dyed with 
natural dyes of nuts, bark and roots 
gathered In the woods and then con- 
verted Into cloth, worn as clothing until 
discarded, then on to become a nig. 


Tapestry hooking Is a process of pull- 


ing liny itrips of colored woolens through 
the mesh of burlap using a small hook. A 
beautiful rug Is developed one step at a 
time. 


Other accessories developed over Uic 


years to make the craft a bit easier are 
the portable strip cutter, which rolls 
across the material to slice it into strips 
four threads wide (3/32 of an Inch wide), 
a burling Iron to pull out the mistakes 
and a bent shears. 


Mrs. Prnll. a former rug-hooking 


teacher, is an expert in natural dyes. 
Courses at the Morton Arboretum and 
"every bit of information I could find on 
the subject," make her creations unique. 


EXAMINING A landscape, entitled 


"Daybreak," hanging on the wall, she 
explained that tree lichen, white oak 
bark, hickory nut hulls and black walnut 
leaves dictated the design and color 
schemes she used. 


"I'm limited with natural dyes to the 


variables of nature," Mrs. Prall said, 
"but It's a real challenge." She said that 
In nature It's easy to find gold dyes, but 


greens and reds are at a premium. 
"Each season produces something in na- 
ture you can use in dyeing," she said. 


A sign in Mrs. Frail's workroom reads 


"Hooked on Hooking" and gazing about 
her home reveals evidence everywhere. 
Rugs on tho floor, wall hangings, pillow 
covers and footstool covers — even her 
purse — express her involvement with 
the pioneer craft. 


A peck in a closet discloses boxes of 


material to be made up someday into 
works of art. Sunflowers, wild grapes 
and mullen produce the varied colors of 
the soon-to-be hooked swatches, accord- 
ing to Mildred. 


"you GET AN entirely creative ap- 


proach when you do your own dyeing. I 
often become very curious about how it 
must have been done years ago in pio- 
neer days," Mrs. Prnll said. 


The winner of many rug-hooking 


awards, Mrs. Prall sold she has dabbled 
in other crafts, but "rug-hooking suits 
me best. I can pick up hooking at any 
time of the day. I enjoy teaching 
because in our classes you can socialize 
and learn at the same time." 


Sally White is a newcomer to rug-hook- 


ing, but In two and a half years she has 
finished many beautiful specimens and 
won an award at a rug show at the Ford 
Museum in Dearborn, Mich. Her tele- 
phone answering service in Elk Grove 
Village gives her the opportunity to mix 
work with pleasure five days a week. 


MRS. WHITE scrounges for most of 


her woolen materials at garage and rum- 
mage sales and "all my friends supply 
me with bags full of worn-out clothes," 
she said. Her first rug cost $45 including 
Initial equipment. Succeeding rugs cost 
about $15 each. Sally pointed out her 
brother-in-law's wedding suit and her 
own checked pantsult in sections of one 
of her rugs. 


Her works of art range from a Per- 


uvian masterpiece to her original and 
most recent creation, a Scottish bagpi- 
per. 


"You don't need much artistic back- 


ground to hook a rug," the mother of 
three explained. "In fact my young 


daughter has started her first." 


A frustrated needlepolnter, Sally took 


up rug-hooking because it offered more 
color variation. "This way I can make 
any color I want," she said. Most rug- 
gers use cushion perfection dyes made in 
Maine especially for hookers and weav- 
ers. 


HAND-ME-DOWN materials must first 


be bleached, then dyed. Various types of 
dying 'are used including paint, dip, 
clothespin, color flow, casserole and 
coathanger, each creating a different ef- 
fect in the finished product. 


"I always like working on one rug at a 


time, but by the time I'm three-quarters 
finished, I'm thinking excitedly about the 


next one," Sally confessed. "And I 
wouldn't go back to needlepoint for all 
the money in the world," she added. 


Pearl McGowan, whose rug-hooking 


has been nationalized, was instrumental 
in the revival of interest and importance 
of the techniques of tapestry hooking. In 
the past 35 years she has written books, 
held workshops and exhibits, started a 
letter service and set up correspond- 
ence courses. She is the "Queen of the 
Ruggers" in the eyes of her thousands of 
pupils. 


The rug-hooking craft today remains 


as an art expression of the individual's 
personality and history. The rugs of to- 
day are the heirlooms of tomorrow.

In what little spare time commu- 


nications experts have these days, they 
tend to fret about public access to the 
media. 


True, you and I will probably never 


appear on the front page of this news- 
paper or on network television. But we 
still control a communications medium 
of considerable potential: the bumpers 
on our automobiles. And more and more 
of us are using them to win (or lose) 
friends and influence people. 


Now, bumper stickers are a highly per- 


ishable art form. And there are individ- 
uals who think today's stickers may 
eventually be as rare (and as valuable) 
as many of the oddities we now collect as 
nostalgic early Americana. 


In fact, no less prestigious an In- 


stitution than the Texas Memorial Mu- 
seum in Austin is building a collection of 
bumper stickers, which Is expected to be 
valuable some day to historians, sociolo- 
gists and students of the American way 
of life. While nobody has authenticated 
the very first bumper sticker ever, it's 
interesting to note that, as of a few 
weeks ago at least, the oldest in Uio Mu- 


seum's collection is a "Landon and 
Knox" sticker from the 1938 Presidential 
campaign. 


THESE DAYS, of course, bumper sti- 


ckers (and snickers) arc everywhere, 
passing us on the expressway, or just sit- 
ting there and propagandizing away in 
every parking lot. In fact, you can al- 
most tell your friends (and enemies) by 
the messages they choose to display. A 
cartoon published some time ago showed 
a bandaged man in traction in an acci- 
dent ward, explaining to his wife how it 
happened. "The accident," he said, "was 
trivial. It was what I had to say about 
his bumper sticker." 


And our bumper stickers say much 


about us. 


The problem, is that, unfortunately, we 


have only two bumpers but many mes- 
sages and causes that we'd like to pro- 
mote. Perhaps someday we can buy 
those little holders with tracks that mes- 
sages slip In and out of, as bus cards do, 
and change our messages to match our 
moods. At present, however, bumper sti- 
ckers stick, so we all must choose one we 
can stick with. 


We can exhort our fclluw citizens: 


Fight Air Pollution. Go Metric. Save The 


First Amendment. Take A Harpsichord 
Player to Lunch. 


We can evangelize: Read the Bible. 


Honk If You Love Jesus. Join The God 
Squad. 


We can promote various causes or po- 


litical stands: America, Love It Or 
Leave It. Massachusetts: The Lone Star 
State. Grass Rooters: Legalize Mari- 
juana. 


WHATEVER THE cause 
involved, 


most of us prefer a bit of humor: Save 
Water - Bathe With A Friend. Stamp 
Out Old. Age — Smoke Cigarettes. 
Snuggle — Don't Struggle. 


Sometimes, the choice is made (or us. 


We visit a tourist attraction and come 
back to find the car plastered with signs 
advertising Storybook Wonderland or 
whatever. And we can't even send a bill 
for the space, much less the muscle pow- 
er involved in scrubbing off the advertis- 
ing message. 


If you can't find a message that's "the 


real you," at least one mail order firm 
(Walter Drake & Sons out in Colorado 
Springs) provides the ultimate in creativ- 
ity by Inviting you to write your own 
bumper sticker. You get up to 16 letters 


in large type or 23 in smaller type, print- 
ed "In bold black letters on a 3*4 x 15" 
self-stick day-glo sticker" for $2.99. And 
you con get additional copies of the same 
message for just 60 cents. Of course, de^ 
livery takes two to four weeks, and by 
that time you might have changed your 
mind — or had it changed for you by 
somebody else's bumper sticker. 


L. N. DANIELS has a scholarly article 


on the bumper sticker as "Everybody's 
Wonderful 
Gas-Powered 
Propaganda 


Machine" in the current Public Relations 
Journal. Daniels, a lecturer in marketing 
at the University of Arizona, notes that 
bumper stickers represent a commu- 
nications medium of considerable poten- 
tial. Today, he says, as never before, Ev- 
eryman (and presumably Everywomah) 
can make his or her mark in the world of 
ideas via the bumper sticker. 
: • 


So read and heed as you go down the 


highway. And choose your own bumper 
sticker with considerable care. Remem? 
her, you aren't just driving your car .to 
the supermarket or wherever. 
You're 


propagandizing the public ... you're in- 
fluencing public opinion ... in short, 
you're communicating.

One tiling we all rave about b a cookie 
which Is flat with silvered almonds on 
top. We know she presses the dough 
down on a cookie sheet, and uses beaten 
egg white, all by hand, but beyond this 
we are mystified. Does this sound famil- 
iar to you?

Sounds to me like a recipe I've always 


called "Holland" cookies and, while 
chopped pecans are used as the topping, 
slivered almonds would be okay. Cream 
one-half pound butter (or margarine) 
with three-fourth cup of sugar, add one- 
half tcaspoonful of cinnamon, one egg 
yolk, two cups of flour and one-fourth 
cup of ground pecans. This makes a fair- 
ly dry dough and this amount fills two 
pans — one 7 x 11, the other 9 x 13. 


The main thing Is to press the dough 


flat with the heel of the hand to about 
one-fourth Inch, no higher. Now take the 
egg white, beat it slightly and spread 
over the surface of the dough. Sprinkle 
over this about three-fourths cup of 
chopped pecans. Press the nut bits In 
with the hand. Boko until delicately 
brown In a 320 degree oven about 20 min- 
utes. Cut Into squares. Try this — and

production is still a memorable one. And 
no doubt, those who have already seen 
and heard Jacques Brel's melodious 
numbers and enjoyed the short messages 
so much will want to return. It remains a 
soothing, charming show.

FHA cracking down on shoddy building practices 


by LKA TONKIN 


The Federal Housing Administration 


yesterday announced a crackdown on 
shoddy workmanship and other faulty 
practices of Chicago-area builders con- 
tractors and subcontractors. 


John Wancr, Chicago director of the 


Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, said 130 companies arc being 
denied participation in HUD programs 
because they failed to make corrections 
or repairs on homes subsidized by HUD 
or covered by mortgages Insured by the 
department. 


The list of contractors named ineligible 


for HUD contracts may be outdated, 
however. Two Northwest suburban com- 
panies. Family Homes of Wheeling and 
First Homes in DCS Plainer, and an Indi- 
vidual, Royal Faubion of Palatine, arc 
on the list. 


Family Homes built the Meadow-brook 


East and West subdivisions in Wheeling 
during IfljJ and 1936, but has no projects 
there. 


KAUBION. CONTACTED In Hinsdale 


by The Herald, said, "I don't do business 
with the FHA, I think what this refers to 


Is a company I formerly worked for 
(Kaufman and Broad), which already 
had been ordered not to do business any 
more with the FHA." He has been em- 
ployed at Continental Homes for two 
years, and previously was associated 
with K&B for three years. There Is no 
current record of a First Homes com- 
pany doing business in Des Plaines. 


Warner said the 130 ineligible con- 


tracting and building firms which had 
previously participated 
in HUD pro- 


grams maybe restored to eligible status 
by completing the repair work required 


by HUD. The list will be updated on a 
monthly basis. 


Continued failure to comply will mean 


those cases will be referred to James T. 
Lynn, HUD secretary, with the recom- 
mendation that they be placed on a na- 
tional list of companies prohibited from 
doing business 
with any government 


agency.

emplor," or let-the-buycr-beware attitude 
of the housing Industry, a thing of the 


past,1.' Wancr said the HUD action. Wa- 
ncr said he has created a consumer ser- 
vice section in his office to deal with con- 
sumer complaints. It will "safeguard the 
homebuyers who deal with the office and 
make sure they get the quality of hous- 
ing to which they arc entitled," he said. 


Robert Widdicombc, executive director 


of the Home Builders Association of 
Greater Chicago, said it is meaningless 
to discuss widespread abuse in the hous- 
ing field without reference to specific 
projects. "The FHA has been the target 


of much abuse," he conceded. "In some 
measure it has been the result of a few 
builders who simply have not measured 
up." 


Widdicocombc said the policing of the 


housing industry should come from with- 
in its own ranks. The association will 
boon announce a new home warranty 
program which should alleviate the prob- 
lems of poor workmanship, he said. FHA 
was cut off in subsidized projects, he 
noted and many local builders choose 
not to deal with the agency.

Levitt office relocation to cost $28,000: park district

The Buffalo Grove Park District lias 


estimated that it will cost about $28,000 
to relocate the Levitt and Sons Inc. sales 
office to the Raupp Memorial Museum 
site in Lake County. 


Several weeks ago Levitt officials said 


the firm is willing to donate the building 
to the village once the sates office is 
closed. Village Pres. Gary Armstrong 
has indicated the village is willing to 
turn the building over to the park district 
for use as a museum. 


Park district architect Roland Scha- 


pansk! said lust week that while the mov- 
ing costs may seem high, a building 
comparable to Levitt's would probably 
cost from $60,000 to $65,000 if it were 
newly constructed. 


The estimate submitted by Schapanski 


includes $10,000 to $15,000 for the actual 
moving, Sii.OOO for a foundation on which 
to place the building, $3,000 to connect 
utilities and $2,000 for on site improve- 
ments. 


THE BUILDING is currently located 


among the Levitt model homes near 
Strathmore Court and Arlington Heights 


Road. The building, which is one-story 
and covers about 2,300 square feet, would 
have to be moved about a mile to the 
Raupp Memorial site on Denham Lane in 
the Strathmore subdivision. 


The five-acre site is part of the old 


Raupp farm, one of the village's oldest 
landmarks. It was donated to the village 
under the condition it would be made 
into a memorial. 


About a year and a half ago the park 


district was in the process of renovating 
the farm house on the site when it was 
destroyed by arsonists. 


After the fire, the district prepared a 


plan for a structure for tiic museum. The 
plans, however, were rejected by the vil- 
lage board because building costs were 
too high. 


Park 
Director Stan Crosland 
said 


recently the offer by Levitt to donate its 
sales office will solve the park district's 
problem concerning a building for the 
site. "It's not only a rice building, but it 
will fit into the Strathmore neighborhood 
perfectly." he said.

Politics was household fare in the Christopher family (her 


maiden name) in Waycross. 


OXB OK BETTY'S FEW memories of her father, a retired 


schoolteacher and tobacco farmer who died when she was 12, 


was his "politicking." As a child, she said, she seemed to 
spent a lot of time waiting in the car with her mother while 
her dad argued politics inside the neighborhood grocery 
store. 


After graduation from high school and marriage to Johnny 


Spenee at the age of 19, Betty took her place In the civic 
affairs of her hometown, becoming deeply involved in the 
PTA. The local boosters club and church activities, among 
others. 


The "others" included service as election judge, teller and 


poll watcher. 


Then in 1964, dismayed by the prospect of seeing Georgians 


elect cither Lester Maddox or Bo Callaway as governor, she 
plunged Into a volunteer write-in campaign for Ellis Arnold, a 
statewide effort which succeeded in denying both a majority 
and throwing tiic election into the House. 


In 1966 she became a member of the staff of William Stu- 


ckcy in his first election to Congress. 


It was the experience gained in these campaigns that 


taught her how to conduct a facc-to-face, door-to-door, pre- 
cinct campaign that put her on the board of supervisors two 
years later, she says. 


SHE IS NEARLY CONVINCED, says Betty today, that cv-- 


erybody who voted for her in the county election was con- 
vinced he was the only one wlto was doing so. But enough 
"onlys" voted to giver her a comfortable margin of approxi- 
mately 4,000 votes. 


But less than a year after her election, her husband's work 


— he's an international representative of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers — brought the Spenccs to 
Buffalo Grove. 


For a Georgia girl born and raised in a town of about 


35,000. married to a hometown boy and up to her chin in the 
life of the community, it was a rough transition. 


In Waycross, she was Betty Spcnce, "that woman" who got 


herself elected, "and I loved it." In Buffalo Grove, "I was 
involved in nothing." 


BUT THAT CHANGED AFTER a time. A vacancy oc- 


curred on the Buffalo Grove Plan Commission and after 
months of dogging commission meetings, she won appoint- 
ment to (lie board by somewhat reluctant village officials. 


But, she said, she had not thought of running against Crane 


until asked to do so last year by members of the 12th Con- 
gressional District Democratic Women's Club, of which she is 
president. 


Ed Frank of Hoffman Estates became the candidate in- 


stead, but this year she decided to put her name before the 
party leaders of the district. 


She is, however, waiting to sec whether there will be an- 


other Democratic challenger, in which case she says she will 
step aside. "I don't want to run in a primary," she says 
frankly, "because I don't think there would be a chance of 
wicning If you alienated even one Democrat. You need every 
one of them, plus the independents, plus a good number of 
Republicans." 


BUT, SHE BELIEVES ALL those votes can be captured hy 


someone who will go after them. 


Betty has no particular Interest in debating the Republican 


congressman, partly because she does not believe he repre- 
sents the views of the people of (lie district. 


"I'll run my own campaign," she declares. "The private

raises Insulting' 


Substitute teachers and teachers for homcbound students 


will receive raises In January, but the increases were called 
"insulting" by a representative of the teachers. 


The board Monday agreed to raise the dally rate for substi- 


tute teachers from $27.50 to $28 and to increase the hourly 
rate for substitute teachers and teachers of homcbound stu- 
dents from $3,50 to $3,60. In addition the board raised the rate 
that substitutes will earn after 10 days on the same job from 
$XI to $33.60. 


The board also agreed that next September, the dally rate 


will be raised again to $28.50, the rate after 10 days on the 
same job will be raised to $3-1.20 and the hourly rate for 
teachers of homcbound students will be raised to $6.50. 
The hourly rate for substitutes will be raised to $5.70. The 
rate for teachers of homcbound students will be expected to 
cover mileage. 


Roscalec Mcisncr, a substitute teacher In the district, said 


she believes the Increases too small, particularly since all 
substitutes must take the extra period of supervisory duty 
that has been assigned to each teacher this year. 


Mrs. Melsncr said, "Fifty cents a day Isn't much of an 


Increase. It hardly pays for the Increase In the school lunches 
this year." 


Two contractors fined $6,200 


TWO CONTIIACTOItS who worked on Buffalo Grove High 


School have been assessed a total of $6,200 because of delays 
in completing their parts of the construction job. 


The High School Dlst. 214 board agreed Monday to deduct 


$3.200 from the contract for Vlcrllng Steel Works, which sup- 
plied the structural steel for the school because the company 
was 16 days late in completing its part of the work. 


In addition, the board agreed to deduct $3,000 from the 


contract of Ockerlund Construction Co., the concrete con- 
tractor for the school. Ockerlund was charged for a 15-day 
delay In completing the job. 


In both cases the boarc accepted the recommendation of 


Marshall Stevens, a representative of the building architect, 
not to charge the contractors for the total number of days 
they were late In completing their work. Stevens ex- 
plained that some of the delay was due to bad weather and a 
construction strike. 


In addition, the board agreed rot to charge the contractors

In addition, the board agreed not to charge two other con- 


tractors who did not complete work on time because, accord- 
ing to Stevens, their delay was due to slow work by other 
contractors. 


Representatives from both Ockerlund and Vlcrllng ap- 


peared at the meeting to protest the deduction In the con- 
tract. The board said if the two contractors decide to contest 
the board's action in court, the board will ask for the total 
amount possible without regard to delays because of bad 
weather. That would raise the deduction to $5,200 for Vlcrllng 
and $7.000 for Ockerlund. 


The total steel contract for the high school was nearly 


$790,000 and the total concrete contract was more than 
$400,000. 


Buffalo Grove High School opened for students In time In 


September, but the school's gym, flcldhousc and auditorium 
were not ready in time for the opening. Some work still re- 
mains to be doco in those parts of the building, school offi- 
cials said. 


Bus contract to be extended? 


SCHOOL BUS CONTRACTS, which three years ago landed 


the Dlst. 214 board In court, will probably not be rcbld this 
year. Instead, the board has agreed to try to negotiate a one- 
year extension on Its contract with the two companies that 
provide bus service to the district. 


The board Monday authorized Assistant Supt. Robert Weber 


to try to negotiate one-year extensions on the contracts with 
Rltzcnthalcr Bus Lines and Cook County Bus Co. The con- 
tracts arc due to expire at the end of this school year. 


Weber told the board he had originally thought the contract 


should be rebid for another three years, but as he heard news 
of the fuel shortage and of financial problems of some bus 
companies he said, "I began to feel It might not be a bad idea 
to negotiate for one more year." 


The district Is not required by law to bid for school bus

FHA cracking down on shoddy building practices

Tito Federal Homing Administration 


yesterday announced a crackdown on 
shoddy workmanship and other faulty 
practices of Chicago-area builders con- 
tractors and subcontractors. 


Jolm Vi'ancr, Chicago director of the 


Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, said 130 companies arc being 
denied participation In HUD programs 
because they failed to make corrections 
or repairs on homes subsidized by HUD 
or covered by mortgages Insured by the 
department. 


The list of contractors named ineligible 


for HUD contracts may be outdated, 
however. Two Northwest suburban com- 
panies, Family Homes of Wheeling and 
First Homes In DCS Plaincs, and an indi- 
vidual, Royal Kaubion of Palatine, arc 
on the list. 


Family Homes built the Mcadowbroak 


East and West subdivisions in Wheeling 
during 1935 and 1956, but has no projects 
there, 


KAUBION, CONTACTED In Hhudale 


by The Herald, said, "I don't do business 
with the FHA, I think what this refers to 


Is a company I formerly worked "for 
(Kaufman and Broad), \\hlch already 
had been ordered not to do business any 
more with the FHA." He has been em- 
ployed at Continental Homes for two 
years, and previously was associated 
with K&B for three years. There Is no 
current record of a First Homes com- 
pany doing business in DCS Plaincs. 


Warner said the 130 ineligible con- 


tracting and building firms which had 
previously participated in HUD pro- 
grams maybe restored to eligible status 
by completing the repair work required 


by HUD. The list will'be updated'on u 
monthly basis. 


Continued failure to comply will mean 


those cases will bu referred to James T. 
Lynn, HUD secretary, with the recom- 
mendation that they be placed on a na- 
tional list of companies prohibited from 
doing business 
with any government 


agency.

of the housing industry, a thing of the

DCS Plaincs Mayor Herbert Behrel 


sild yesterday hi* will attend a meeting 
with regional officials from the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
and the Cook County Housing Authority 
to discuss the future of a 129-unit apart- 
ment building in DCS Plaincs. 


CCHA officials, who arc overseeing the 


project, had hoped to begin construction 
of the apartments, which uill be located 
at Ashland Avenue and Lee Street, this 
winter. However bids for the project to- 
taled $000,000 more than had been budg- 
eted. 


Local HUD officials tentatively have 


denied a request from the CCHA to 
transfer funds from another project to 
DCS Plaincs. 


HEIIItEL SAID he hopes some solution 


can be worked out for the project without 
cutting back on the number of apart- 
ments. HUD has suggested reducing the 
numlrcr of units as one method of bring- 
ing the project cost Into the $1.8 million 
budget. 


John Warner, a HUD official, said he 


plans to look at a number of alternatives 
aimed at getting (lie project under way.

"We are very interested in this pioject 


and arc in favor of building additional 
senior-citizen housing projects in the sub- 
urbs," Wancr said. 


Behrel said one possible alternative to 


the funding dilemma could be use of the 
city's federal revenue-sharing money for 
the project. But he cautioned that there 
has been no official discussion by the 
city council on such a proposal. 


CITY OFFICIALS in the past have al-

item in contract negotiations. Today, 
salary takes a back seat to teacher con- 
cerns over job security, class size, cur- 
riculum and working conditions 


School boards view the movement as a 


teacher union plot to usurp the powers of 
the board. Teachers consider it a step 
towards professionalism. 


Currently, Dist. G2 contract talks am 


deadlocked on whether educational items 
can be introduced at the bargaining table 
— a part of what teachers call the 
"scope clause." 


SALARY ALSO is unresolved and teach- 


er negotiators indicate they will not dis- 
cuss money until the educational issues 
arc settled. 


The board scope proposal limits future 


negotiations to salary related items, per- 
^onal and sick leave and negotiation 
procedures. 


Hoard Pres James Kremers said the

flectors should be placed at the front and 
rear of the car. Flares should not be 
used when gas or oil has been spilled. 


• Tire chains. 
• Battery cables. The cables should be 


heavy gauge and long enough to reach at 
least four feet beyond the outside edge of 
your fender. 


Other items all drivers should have in 


their car are gloves, a flashlight or lan- 


tern with fresh batteries, a small rug or 
mat to kneel on when cnanging a tire or 
doing other work, a to*1 chain, sand or 
rock salt and a shovel.

I 
was standing In the courthouse trying to make up my mind 
whether to enter the race.") 


During the campaign none of the voters seemed to know 


her name. ("Oh! You're that woman who's running for the 
county board,") 


But on election day. the voters of Ware County made "that 


woman" the first ever elected to a county supervisor's post in 
the State of Georgia. 


That was In IflGO. 


"NOW "THAT WOMAN." Betty Spcnce, sits in the comfort- 


able living room of her suburban tri-lcvcl in Buffalo Grove 
and talks about another campaign. 


She now appears to be the only Democratic challenger to 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane. Republican incumbent who just 
alwul everybody concedes Is about to be rcelectcd to the U.S. 
Congress. 


It's a long way from being a Democrat running for a county 


office so deep in Georgia that you're almost in Florida, to 
being a Democrat running for national office iti a solidly 
Republican territory of suburban Chicago. 


But given the route that Betty Spencc has followed in ix>li- 


tics, II doesn't seem all that far-fetched. 


Politics was household fare in the Christopher family (her 


maiden name) In WaycroM. 


ONE OF BETTY'S FEW memories of her father, a retired 


schoolteacher and tobacco farmer who died when she was 12, 


was his "politicking." As a child, she said, she seemed to 
spent a lot of time waiting in the car with her mother while 
her dad argued politics inside the neighborhood grocery 
store. 


After graduation from high school and marriage to Johnny 


Spcnce at the age of 19, Betty took her place in the civic 
affairs of her hometown, becoming deeply involved in the 
PTA. The local boosters club and church activities, among 
others. 


The "others" Included service as election judge, teller and 


poll watcher. 


Then in 1964, dismayed by the prospect of seeing Georgians 


elect either Lester Mnddox or Bo Callaway as governor, she 
plunged Into a volunteer write-in campaign for Ellis Arnold, a 
statewide effort which succeeded In denying both a majority 
and throwing the election Into the House, 


In 1966 she became a member of the staff of William Stu- 


ckcy in his first election to Congress. 


It was the experience gained In these campaigns that 


taught her how to conduct a face-to-face, door-to-door, pre- 
cinct campaign that put her on the board of supervisors two 
years later, she says. 


SHE, IS NEARLY CONVINCED, says Betty today, that ev- 


erybody who voted for her In the county election was con- 
vinced he was the only one who was doing so. But enough 
"onlys" voted to giver her a comfortable margin of approxi- 
mately 4,000 votes. 


But less than a year after her election, her husband's work 


— he's an international representative of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers — brought the Spcnces to 
Buffalo Grove. 


For a Georgia girl born and raised in a town of about 


35,000, married to a hometown boy and up to her chin in the 
life of the community, It was a rough transition. 


In Waycross, she was Betty Spcnce, "that woman" who got 


herself elected, "and I loved it." In Buffalo Grove, "I was 
Involved in nothing." 


BUT THAT CHANGED AFTER a time. A vacancy oc- 


curred on the Buffalo Grove Plan Commission and "after 
months of dogging commission meetings, she won appoint- 
ment to the board by somewhat reluctant village officials. 


But. she said, she had not thought of running against Crane 


until asked to do so last year by members of the 12th Con- 
gressional District Democratic Women's Club, of which she is 
president. 


Ed Frank of Hoffman Estates became the candidate in- 


stead, but this year she decided to put her name before the 
party leaders of the district. 


She Is, however, waiting to sec whether there will be an- 


other Democratic challenger, in which case she says she will 
step aside. "I don't want to run in a primary," she says 
frankly, "because I don't think there would be a chance of 
xvinnlng if you alienated even one Democrat. You need every 
one of them, plus the Independents, plus a good number of 
Republicans." 


BUT. SHE BELIEVES ALL those votes can be captured by 


someone who will go after them. 


Betty has no particular Interest in debating the Republican 


congressman, partly because she does not believe he repre- 
sents the views of the people of the district. 


"I'll run my own campaign," she declares. "The private 


ownership of gold (a pet Crane issue) means nothing to me, 
but the price of beef In the supermarket means a great deal 
to me and to the people of this district." .

raises 'insulting' 


Substitute teachers and teachers (or homcbound students 


will receive raises In January, but the Increases were called 
"insulting" by a representative of the teachers. 


The board Monday agreed to raise the dally rate for substi- 


tute teachers from $27.50 to $28 and to Increase the hourly 
rate for substitute teachers and teachers of homebound stu- 
dents from $5.50 to $5.60. In addition the board raised the rate 
that substitutes will earn after 10 days on the same job from 
$3.1 to $.13.60. 


The board also agreed that next September, the dally rate 


will be raised again to $28.50, the rate after 10 days on the 
same job will be raised to $34.20 and the hourly rate for 
teachers of homcbound students will be raised to $6.50. 
The hourly rate for substitutes will be raised to $5.70. The 
rate for teachers of homcbound students will be expected to 
cover mileage. 


Roscalcc Mclsncr, a substitute teacher In the district, said 


she believes the increases too small, particularly since all 
substitutes must take the extra period of supervisory duty 
that has been assigned to each teacher this year. 


Mrs. Melsncr said, "Fifty cents a day Isn't much of an 


Increase. It hardly pays for the Increase in the school lunches 
tills year." 


Tivo contractors fined $6,200 


TWO CONTRACTORS who worked on Buffalo Grove High 


School have been assessed a total of $6,200 because of delays 
in completing their parts of the construction job. 


The High School Dist. 214 board agreed Monday to deduct 


$.1,200 from the contract for Vlcrllng Steel Works, which sup- 
plied the structural steel for the school because the company 
was 16 days into In completing Its part of the work. 


In addition, the board agreed to deduct $3,000 from the 


contract of Ockcrlund Construction Co., the concrete con- 
tractor for the school. Ockcrlund was charged for a 15-day 
delay In completing the job. 


In both cases the boa re accepted the recommendation of 


Marshall Stevens, a representative of the building architect, 
not to charge the contractors for the total number of days 
they were late In completing their work. Stevens ex- 
plained that some of the delay was due to bad weather and a 
construction strike. 


In addition, the board agreed not to charge the contractors

In addition, the board agreed not to charge two other con- 


tractors who did not complete work on time because, accord- 
Ing to Stevens, their delay was due to slow work by other 
contractors. 


Representatives from both Ockerlund and Vicrling ap- 


peared at the meeting to protest the deduction in the con- 
tract. The board said if the two contractors decide to contest 
the board's action In court, the board will ask for the total 
amount possible without regard to delays because of bad 
weather. That would raise the deduction to $5,200 for Vlcrllng 
and $7,000 for Ockerlund. 


The total steel contract for the high school was nearly 


$790,000 and the total concrete contract was more than 
$400.000. 


Buffalo Grove High School opened for students in time In 


September, but the school's gym, ficldhouse and auditorium 
were not ready in time for the opening. Some work still re- 
mains to be done in those parts of the building, school offi- 
cials said.

SCHOOL BUS CONTRACTS, which three years ago landed 


the Dtot. 214 board in courti will probably not be rcbld this 
year. Instead, the Ixinrcl has agreed to try to negotiate a one- 
year extension on its contract with the two companies that 
provide bi's service to the district. 


The Iward Monday authorized Assistant Supt. Robert Weber 


to try to negotiate one-year extensions on the contracts with 
Kltzenthalcr Bus Lines and Cook County Bus Co. The con- 
tracts arc due to expire at the end of this school year. 


Weber told the board he had originally thought the contract 


should he rcbid for another three years, but as he heard news 
of the fuel shortage and of financial problems of some bus 
companies he said, "I began to feel It might not be a bad Idea 
to negotiate for one more year." 


The district Is not required by law to bid for school bus 


sen-ice, Weber said. Supt. Edward Gilbert added that, If the 
district extends its present contracts for one more year, Its 
contract will then expire at the same time as some area 
elementary school districts and it might be possible for ele- 
mentary districts and Dlst. 214 to form a cooperative in buy- 
ing bus service. 


District officials estimate the contracts could bo renego- 


tiated nt a five to six percent Increase over last year. 


In 1971, Dlst. 214 asked the Cook County Circuit Court to 


decide between Cook County Bus Co. and a rival bidder, Da- 
vidsmcycr Bus Co. Both companies had bid on providing ser- 
vice to the southern part of the district.

legality of n board action awarding a bid. Finally, Cook Coun- 
ty was awarded the $1100,000 contract to provide service for 
the southern part of the district and Ritzcnthaler received the 
$1.4 million contract on busing in tho northern part of the 
district.

Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, said 130 companies arc being 
denied participation In IIUD programs 
liccauso they failed to make corrections 
or repairs on home* .subsidized by IIUD 
or covered by mortgages Insured by the 
department. 


The list of contractor!! named Ineligible 


for IIUD contracts may be outdated, 
however. Two Northwest suburban com- 
panies. Family Homes of Wheeling and 
First Homes in DCS Plaines, nnd an Indi- 
vidual, Royal Faubion of Palatine, arc 
on the list. 


Family Humes built the Mcadowbrook 


East and West subdivisions In Wheeling 
(luring 1955 and 1936, but has no projects 
there. 


PAUlifON. CONTACTED in Hlnsdalo 


by The Herald, said, "I don't do business 
with the FHA, I think what this refers to

had been ordered not to do business any 
more with the FHA."

TIIK VALUE OK industrial construc- 


tion in the village this year is $1,734,100, 
nearly $1 million behind last year's total. 
In 1U72. .13 building permits were taken 
out for industrial construction, compared 
to six this year. However, the four build- 
ing permits issued for industrial addi- 
tions and alterations is double the num- 
ber Issued lust year. 


Most of the industrial construction Is 


being done In Klefstad Industrial Park 
on Hicks Road and Vermont Street, south 
of Northwest Highway. 


The numb«r of building permits issued 


for commercial construction Is down 
from six to three this year but the value 
of the commercial buildings has 
in- 


creased by nearly $150,000 to $651,085.

was standing in the courthouse trying to make up my mind 
whether to enter the race.") 


During the campaign none of the voters seemed to know 


her name. ("Oh! You're that woman who's running for the 
county board.") 


But on election day. the voters of Ware County made "that 


woman" the first ever elected to a county supervisor's post in 
the Slate of Georgia. 


That was in I OK). 


••NOW "THAT mi.MANV' Betty Spcnec. sits in the comfort- 


nblc living room of her suburban tri-levcl in Buffalo Grove 
and talks about arothur campaign. 


She nnw appears to be the only Democratic challenger to 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane. Republican incumbent who just 
about everybody concedes is nlxmt to be reelected to the U.S. 
Congress. 


It's a long way from being a Democrat running for n county 


office so deep in Georgia that you're almost in Florida, to 
being a Democrat running for national office in a solidly 
Republican territory of suburban Chicago. 


But given the route that Betty Spence has followed in poli- 


tics, It doesn't seem all that fur-fetched. 


Politics was household fare In the Christopher family (her 


maiden name) In Waycro»s. 


ONE OF BETTY'S FEW memories of her father, a retired 


schoolteacher and tobacco farmer who died when she was 12, 


was his "politicking." As a child, she said, she seemed to 
spent a lot of time waiting in the car with her mother while 
her dad argued politics irside the neighborhood grocery 
store. 


After graduation from high school and marriage to Johnny 


Spence at the age of 19, Betty took her place in the civic 
affairs of her hometown, becoming deeply Involved in the 
PTA. The local boosters club and church activities, among 
others. 


The "others" included service as election judge, teller and 


poll watcher. 


Then in 1964, dismayed by the prospect of seeing Georgians 


elect cither Lester Mnddox or Bo Callaway as governor, she 
plunged into a volunteer write-in campaign far Ellis Arnold, a 
statewide effort which succeeded In denying both a majority 
and throwing the election Into the House. 


In 1966 she became a member of the stuff of William Slu- 


ckcy in his first election to Congress. 


It was the experience gained In these campaigns that 


taught her how to conduct a faec-to-face, door-to-door, pre- 
cinct campaign that put her on the board of supervisors two 
years later, she says. 


SHE IS .NEARLY CONVINCED, says Betty today, that ev- 


erybody who voted for her in the county election was con- 
vinced lie was the only one who was doing so. But enough 
"onlys" voted to giver her a comfortable margin of approxi- 
mately 4,000 votes. 


But less than a year after her election, her husband's work 


— he's an International representative of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers — brought the Spcnces to 
Buffalo Grove. 


For a Georgia girl born and raised In a town of about 


35,oix), married to n hometown boy and up to her chin in the 
life of the community, it was a rough transition. 


In Waycross, she was Betty Spence, "that woman" who got 


herself elected, "arxl 1 loved it." In Buffalo Grove, "1 was 
involved in nothing." 


BUT THAT CHANGED AFTER a time. A vacancy oc- 


curred on the Buffalo Grove Plan Commission and after 
months of dogging commission meetings, she won appoint- 
ment to the board by somewhat reluctant village officials. 


But. she said, she had not thought of running against Crane 


until asked to do so last year by members of the 12th Con- 
gressional District Democratic. Women's Club, of which she is 
president. 


Ed Frank of Hoffman Estates became the candidate in- 


stead, but this year she decided to put her name before the 
party leaders of the district. 


She is, however, waiting to see whether there will be an- 


other Democratic challenger, in which case she says she will 
step aside. "I don't want to run in a primary," she says 
frankly, "because I don't think there would be a chance of 
winning if you alienated even one Democrat. You need every 
one of them, plus the Independents, plus a good number of 
Republicans." 


BUT. SHE BELIEVES ALL those votes can be captured by 


someone who will go after them. 


Betty has no particular interest in debating the.Republican 


congressman, partly because she docs not believe he repre- 
sents the views of the people of the district. 


"I'll run my own campaign," she declares. "The private 


ownership of gold (a pet Crane issue) means nothing to me, 
but the price of beef In the supermarket means a great deal 
to me and to the people of this district."

Eagle Discount Supermarket on North- 
west Highway near Smith Street. The 
store is valued at $431,885 and building 
permits have been taken out and con- 
struction started on a commercial devel- 
opment adjacent to the store. This devel- 
opment is valued at $145,000. The third 
commercial building permit was issued 
to Tucker Products for an automobile 
shop at 646 E. Northwest Hwy. 


Building permits Issued 
for com- 


mercial additions and alterations have 
totaled 28 this year, compared to 42 last 
year. These building permits include a 
$110,000 addition of banquet and dining 
facilities to the Pickwick House, 10 N.

The men are members of the Inter- 


national Labor Union, Locals 260 and 118. 
The union is bargaining for a new three- 
jear contract and the major unresolved 
issues arc wages and fringe benefits, 
union manager Frank Kunkel said yes- 
terday. 


Negotiations are stalemated. Kunkel 


said, but he was hopeful they would re- 
sume soon. For most of the men, Mon- 
day was the first day without work. 


Local lumber companies affected by 


the walkout include Hill-Behan Lumber 
Co. in Arlington Heights, and Edward 
Mines Lumber in Wheeling and Mount 
Prospect. 


Lumber sales at the firms are contin- 


uing However, some truck delivcries re- 
portedly are not being made. Other driv- 
ers are crossing the picket lines.

FHA cracking down on shoddy building practices

Tito Federal Housing Administration 


yesterday announced n crackdown un 
shoddy workmanship and uthcr faulty 
practices of Chicago-area builders con- 
tractors and subcontractors. 


John Wnncr, Chicago director of Ihu 


Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, sold 130 companies arc being 
denied participation In HUD programs 
because they failed to make corrections 
or repairs on homes subsidized by HUD 
or covered by mortgages Insured by the 
department. 


The list of contractors named Ineligible 


for HUD contracts may be outdated, 
however. Two Northwest suburban com- 
panies. Family Humus of Wheeling and 
First Homes in DCS Plalncs, and an Indi- 
vidual, lioyal FnubIon of Palatine, arc 
on the list. 


Family Homes built the Mcadowbrook 


Hast and West subdivisions In Wheeling 
during 1953 and 1936, but lias no projects 
there. 


KAUBION. CONTACTED In Hinsdalc 


by The Herald, said, "I don't do business 
with the FHA, I think whnt this refers to 


Is a company I formerly worked for 
(Kaufman and Broad), which already 
had been ordered not to do business any 
more with the FHA." He has been em- 
ployed at Continental Homes for two 
years, and previously was associated 
with K&B for three years. There Is no 
current record of a First Homes com- 
pany doing business in DCS Plalncs. 


Warner said the 130 Ineligible con- 


tracting and building firms which had 
previously participated in HUD pro-

Continued failure to comply will mean

paign to make tliu traditional 'caveat 
cmptor,' or let-the-buycr-beware attitude 
of the housing Industry, a thing of the 


past," Waner said the HUD action. Wa- 
ner said he has created a consumer ser- 
vice section in his office to deal with con- 
sumer complaints. It will "safeguard the 
homcbuyers who deal with the office and 
make sure they get the quality of hous- 
ing to which they are entitled," he said. 


Robert Widdicombc, executive director 


of the Home Builders Association of 
Greater Chicago, said it is meaningless 
to discuss widespread abuse in the hous- 
ing field without reference to specific 
projects. "The FHA has been the target 


of much abuse," he conceded. "In some 
measure it has been the result of a few 
builders who simply have not measured 
up." 


Widdicocombe said the policing of the 


housing industry should come from with- 
in its own ranks. The association will 
soon announce a new home warranty 
program which should alleviate the prob- 
lems of poor workmanship, he said. FHA 
was cut off in subsidized projects, he 
noted and many local builders choose 
not to deal with the agency.

Back in Wayeross, da., she was known as "that woman," 
"That woman" had a temerity to become the only chal- 


lenger to a mule candidate who everybody conceded was a- 
bout to be elected to the board of supervisors of deep south- 
ern Ware County. ("Thirty minutes before the deadline, I 
was standing In the courthouse trying to make up my mind 
whether to enter the race.") 


During the campaign none of the voters seemed to know 


her name. ("Oh! You're that woman who's running for the 
county board.") 


But on election day, the voters of Ware County made "that 


woman" the first ever elected to n county supervisor's jwst in 
the State of Georgia. 


That was In 10CJI. 


"NOW "THAT WOMAN." Betty Spencc. sits in the comfort- 


able living room of her suburban tri-lcvel in Buffalo Grove 
and talks about another campaign. 


She now appears to be the only Democratic challenger to 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, Republican Incumbent who Just 
about everybody concedes Is nlxiut to be rcelccted to the U.S. 
Congress. 


It's a long way from being a Democrat running for a county 


office' so deep in Georgia that you're almost In Florida, to 
being n Democrat running for national office in n solidly 
Republican territory of suburban Chicago. • 


But given the route that Betty Spence has followed in poli- 


tics, it doesn't seem all that far-fetched. 


Politics was household fare In the Christopher family (her 


maiden name) in Waycros-s. 


ONE OK HETTY'S FEW memories of her father, a retired 


schoolteacher and tobacco farmer who died when she was 12, 


was his "politicking." As a child, she said, she seemed to 
spent a lot of time waiting in the car with her mother while 
her dad argued politics inside the neighborhood grocery 
store. 


After graduation from high school and marriage to Johnny 


Spencc at the age of 19, Betty took her place in the civic 
affairs of her hometown, becoming deeply Involved in the 
PTA. The local boosters club and church activities, among 
others. 


The "others" Included service as election judge, teller and 


poll watcher. 


Then in 1UH, dismayed by the prospect of seeing Georgians 


elect either Lester Maddox or Bo Callaway as governor, she 
plunged into a volunteer write-in campaign for Ellis Arnold, n 
statewide effort which succeeded in denying both a majority 
and throwing the election Into the House. 


In 1966 she became a member of the staff of William Stu- 


ckey In his first election to Congress. 


It was the experience gained in these campaigns that 


taught her how to conduct a fucc-to-face, door-to-door, pre- 
cinct campaign that put her on the board of supervisors two 
years later, she says. 


-SHE IS NEARLY CONVINCED, says Betty today, that ev- 


erybody who voted for her in the county election was con- 
vinced he was the only one who was doing so. But enough 
"onlys" voted to giver her a comfortable margin of approxi- 
mately-1,000 votes. 


But less than a year after her election, her husband's work 


— he's an international representative of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers — brought the Spenccs to 
Buffalo Grove. 


For n Georgia girl born and raised in a town of about 


:i5,uoo, married to a hometown boy and up to her chin in the 
life of the community, it was a rough transition. 


In Waycross, she was Betty Spence, "that woman" who got 


herself elected, "and I loved it." In Buffalo Grove, "I was 
involved in nothing." 


BUT THAT CHANGED AFTER a time. A vacancy oc- 


curred on the Buffalo Grove Plan Commission and after 
months of dogging commission meetings, she won appoint-, 
ment to the board by somewhat reluctant village officials. 


But, she said, she had not thought of running against Crane 


until asked to do so last year by members of the 12th Con- 
gressional District Democratic Women's Club, of which she is 
president. 


Ed. Frank of Hoffman Estates became the candidate in- 


stead, but this year she decided to put her name before the 
party leaders of the district. 


She is, however, waiting to see whether there will be an- 


other Democratic chnllengcr.'in which case she says she will 
step aside. "I don't wont to run in a primary," she says 
frankly, "because I don't think there would be a chance "of 
winning if you alienated even one Democrat. You need every 
one of them, plus the independents, plus a good number of 
Republicans." 


BUT. SHE BELIEVES ALL those votes can be captured by 


someone who will go after them. 


Betty has no particular Interest in debating the Republican' 


congressman, partly because she does not believe he repre- 
sents the views of the people of the district. 


"I'll run my own campaign," she declares. "The private 


ownership of gold (a pet Crane issue) means nothing to me, 
but the price of beef in the supermarket means a great deal 
to me and to the. people of this district."

Sub teachers call 
raises Insulting' 


Substitute teachers and teachers for homebound students 


will receive raises In January, but the Increases were called 
"Insulting" by a representative of the teachers. 


The board Monday agreed to raise the dally rate for substi- 


tute teacher* from $27.50 to $28 and to Increase the hourly 
rate for substitute teachers and teachers of homebound stu- 
dents from $5.50 to $5.60. In addition the board raised (ho rate 
that substitutes Kill earn after 10 days on the same job from 
$3.1 to $33.60. 


The board also agreed that next September, the dally rate 


will be raised again to $23.50, the rate after 10 days on the 
same Job will be raised to $34.20 and the hourly rate for 
teachers of homebound students "•ill be raised to $6.50. 
The hourly rate for substitutes will be raised to $5.70. The 
rate for teachers of homebound students will be expected to 
cover mileage. 


Rosealcc Mclsncr, a substitute teacher In the district, said 


she believes the Increases too small, particularly since all 
substitutes must take thu extra period of supervisory duty 
that has been assigned to each teacher this year. 


Mrs. Melsncr said, "Fifty cents a day Isn't much of an 


Increase. It hardly pays for the Increase in the school lunches 
this year." 


Ttvo contractors fitted $6,200 


TWO CONTRACTORS who worked on Buffalo Grove High 


School have been assessed a total of $6,200 because of delays 
In completing their ports of the construction job. 


The High School Dlst. 214 board agreed Monday to deduct 


$3.200 from the contract for Vlcrllng Steel Works, which sup- 
plied the structural steel for the school because the company 
was 16 days late In completing Its part of the work. 


In addition, the board agreed to deduct $3,000 from the 


contract of Ockcrlund Construction Co., the concrete con- 
tractor for the school. Ockerlund was charged for a 15-day 
delay In completing the job. 


In both cases the boaro accepted the recommendation of 


Marshall Stevens, a representative of the building architect, 
not to charge the contractors for the total number of days 
they were Into In completing their work. Stevens ex- 
plained that some of the delay was due to bad weather and a 
construction strike. 


In addition, the board agreed not to charge the contractors 


for the total number of days they were late In completing 
their work. Stevens explained that some of the delay was due 
to bad weather and a construction strike. 


In addition, the board agreed not to charge two other con- 


tractors who did not complete work on time because, accord- 
Ing to Stevens, their delay was due to slow work by other 
contractors. 


Representatives from both Ockcrlund and Vlerllng ap- 


peared at tliu meeting to protest the deduction in the con- 
tract. The board said if the two contractors decide to contest 
the board's action In court, the board will ask for the total 
amount possible without regard to delays because of bad 
weather. That would raise the deduction to $5,200 for Vlcrling 
and $7,000 for Ockcrlund. 


The total steel contract for the high school was nearly 


$790,000 and the total concrete contract was more than 
$400,000. 


Buffalo Grove High School opened for students in time In 


September, but the school's gym, ficldhouse and auditorium 
were not ready hi time for the opening. Some work still re- 
mains to be done in those parts of the building, school offi- 
cials said. 


Bus contract to be extended? 


SCHOOL BUS CONTRACTS, which three years ago landed 


the Dlst. 214 board in court, will probably not be rcbld this 
year. Instead, the board has agreed to try to negotiate a one- 
year extension on Its contract with the two companies that 
provide bus sen-Ice to the district. 


The board Monday authorized Assistant Supt. Robert Weber 


to try to negotiate one-year extensions on the contracts with 
Ritzcnthalcr Bus Lines and Cook County Bus Co. The con- 
tracts arc due to expire at the end of this school year. 


Weber told the board he had originally thought the contract 


should be rcbld for another three years, but as he heard news 
of the fuel shortage and of financial problems of some bus 
companies ho said, "I began to feel it might not be a bad Idea 
to negotiate for one more year." 


The district is not required by law to bid for school bus 


service, Weber said. Supt. Edward Gilbert added that, if the 
district extends its present contracts for one more year, Its 
contract will then expire at the same time as some area 
elementary school districts and it might be possible for ele- 
mentary districts and Dlst. 214 to form a cooperative in buy- 
ing bus service. 


District officials estimate the contracts could be renego- 


tiated at a five to six percent Increase over last year. 


In 1971, Dlst. 214 asked the Cook County Circuit Court to 


decide between Cook County Bus Co. and a rival bidder, Da- 
vldsmcycr Bus Co. Both companies had bid on providing ser- 
vice to the southern part of the district. 


The district decided to go to court after a dispute over 


which company had submitted the lowest bid and over the 
legality of a board action awarding a bid. Finally, Cook Coun- 
ty was awarded the $800,000 contract to provide service for 
the southern part of the district and Rltzcnthaler received the 
$1.4 million contract on busing in the northern part of the 
district. 


Teachers' grievance to be heard 


Till? HIST. 2t4 board agreed Monday that, If necessary, it 


will hold a public hearing on a grievance filed by the Dlst. 214 
Education Association at its next regular board meeting, Nov. 
28. 


The grievance protests the board's policy, adopted this 


year, that all teachers must be assigned one period of extra 
supervisory duty In addition to the five class periods.

Fire chief's wife 
suffers collapse 


Mrs. Shirley Fogarty, wife of Rolling 


Meadows Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty, 
was taken to Northwest Community Hos- 
pital yesterday afternoon by fire depart- 
ment paramedics after collapsing from 
apparent exhaustion. 


Her'condition at the hospital last night 


was listed as serious but Improving, a 
hospital spokesman said. 


Mrs. Fogarty, wife of the fire chief 


who two months ago was revived from a 
near-fatal heart attack by his depart- 
ment paramedics, was apparently strick- 
en around noon. Early reports feared she 
had suffered a heart seizure, but her col- 
lapse was later attributed to apparent fa- 
tigue and exhaustion. 


Tho wife of the 51-year-old fire chief Is 


employed as a secretary In the city fire 
department. 


Fogarty himself returned to his duties 


only last week after receiving doctor's 
permission to work half-days. The 17- 
year veteran of the fire department un- 
derwent open heart surgery Sept. 8 at 
Rush-Presbyterlan-St. Luke's Hospital in 
Chicago following his Aug. 16 seizure. 


Doctors have said Fogarty apparently 


had no life signs the night of the Aug. 16 
attack before he was revived by the Roll- 
Ing Meadows paramedics. 
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their jobs Monday at several area 
lumber companies after union and 
management failed to agree on a 
new, three-year contract.

Fire code revision 
studied by officials 


Two revisions to the fire codes, including one aimed at 


reducing the possibility of fatal fires in nursing homes, are 
being considered by Rolling Meadows officials. 


The ordinance revisions were presented to the finance, ordi- 


nance, and judiciary committee Monday by Fire Prevention 
Officer Roger Hugg. Hugg said the ordinance applying to 
nursing homes and other institutional care facilities would 
require automatic sprinkling sysstcms to be installed in all 
such care facilities no matter what the size of the facility. 


Hugg said recent fires in nursing homes throughout the 


country have resulted in the needless loss of life because 
sprinkling systems were lacking. 


The city's fire codes presently do not require sprinkling 


systems in care facilities. 


There are no nursing homes currently located in the city, 


but representatives of Roskamp Inc., which operates nursing 
home Institutions, has requested approval to build a facility 
on Klrchoff Rood west of 111. Rte. 53. 


A second fire code revision calls for the installation of 


sprinkling systems throughout all rooms of hlghrise buildings 
in the city, Hugg said. Engineering research must be done in 
order to prepare the ordinance Hugg said, and committee 
members referred the preparation of the ordinance to the fire 
committee. 


Pet shop zoning on icay 


A special zoning commission will be formed soon to consid- 


er revising the city's zoning codes to allow pet shops in com- 
mercial zoning classifications, City Mgr. James Watson told 
the committee. 


Watson said when the zoning codes were revised last year, 


pet shops were inadvertently left out of the permitted uses of 
commercially-zoned property. A request to open a pet shop in 
one of the Coach Lite shops on Kirchoff Road is being delayed 
because of the zoning question, Watson said.

Negotiations are stalemated, Kunkel 


said, but he was hopeful they would re- 
sume soon. For most of the men, Mon- 
day was the first day without work. 


Local lumber companies affected by 


the walkout include Hill-Behan Lumber 
Co. in Arlington Heights, and Edward 
Hincs Lumber hi Wheeling and Mount 
Prospect. 


Lumber sales at the firms are contin- 


uing. However, some truck deliveries re- 
portedly are not being made. Other driv- 
ers arc crossing the picket lines. 


Among the specific points the union is 


demanding are higher wages, five weeks 
vacation after 10 years and more control 
over pension plans.

Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, said 130 companies arc being 
denied participation in HUD programs 
because they failed to make corrections 
or repairs on homes subsidized by HUD 
or covered by mortgages Insured by the 
department. 


Tim list of contractors named ineligible 


for HUD contracts may be outdated, 
however. Two Northwest suburban com- 
panies. Family Homes of Wheeling and 
First Homes In DCS Plnincs, and an indi- 
vidual, Royal Faubion of Palatine, are 
on the list. 


Family Homos built the Moadowbrook 


East and West subdivisions in Wheeling 
during 1035 and 1930, but has no projects 
there.

Plucky Georgian Betty Spenee ready to square off against Rep. Crane

Back In Wuyeross. Ga.. she was known as "that woman." 
"That woman" had a temerity to become the only chal- 


lenger to a male candidate who everybody conceded was a- 
bout to be elected to the board of supervisors of deep south- 
ern Ware County. ("Thirty minutes before the deadline, I 
was standing In the courthouse trying to make up my mind 
whether lo enter the race.") 


During the campaign none of the voters seemed to know 


her name. ("Oh! You're that woman who's running for the 
county board.") 


But on election day. the voters of Ware County made "that 


woman" the first ever elected to a county supervisor's post in 
the Stale of Georgia. 


That was in 1'JGU. 


"NOW "THAT WOMAN'." Betty Spcncc. sits In the comfort- 


able living room of her suburban tri-lcvcl in Buffalo Grove 
and talks about another campaign. 


She now appears to be the only Democratic challenger to 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane. Republican incumbent who just 
about everybody concedes is about to be reelectcd to the U.S. 
Congress. 


It's a long way from being a Democrat running for a county 


office so deep in Georgia that you're almost in Florida, to 
being n Democrat running for national office in a solidly 
Republican territory of suburban Chicago. 


But given the route that Betty Spenee has followed in poli- 


tics, It doesn't seem all that far-fetched. 


Politics was household fare in the Christopher family (her 


maiden name) In Waycross. 


ONK OK UKTTY'S FEW memories of her father, a retired 


schoolteacher and tobacco farmer who died when she was 12, 


was his "politicking." As a child, she said, she seemed to 
spent a lot of time waiting in the car witli her mother while 
her dad argued' politics inside the neighborhood grocery 
store. 


After graduation from high school and marriage to Johnny 


Spenee at the age of 19, Betty took her place in the civic 
affairs of her hometown, becoming deeply involved in the 
PTA. The local boosters club and church activities, among 
others. 


The "others" included service as election judge, teller and 


poll watcher. 


Then in 1964,' dismayed by. the prospect of seeing Georgians 


elect citltcr Lester Maddox or Bo Callaway as governor, she 
plunged into a volunteer write-in campaign for Ellis Arnold, a 
statewide effort which succeeded in denying both a majority 
and throwing the election into the House. 


In 19G6 she became a member of the staff of William Stu- 


ckcy in his first election to Congress. 


It was the experience gained in these campaigns that 


taught her how to conduct a facc-to-facc, door-to-door, pre- 
cinct campaign that put her on the board of supervisors two 
years later, she says. 


SHE IS NEARLY CONVINCED, says Betty today, that ev- 


erybody who voted for her in the county election was con- 
vinced he was the only one who was doing so. But enough 
"onlys" voted to giver her a comfortable margin of approxi- 
mately 4,000 votes. 


But less than a year after her election, her husband's work 


— he's an International representative of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers — brought the Spences to 
Buffalo Grove. 


For a Georgia girl born and raised in a town of about 


33,000. married to a hometown boy and up lo her chin in the 
life of the community, it was a rough transition. 


In Waycross, she was Betty Spenee, "that woman" who got 


herself elected, "arxl I loved it." In Buffalo Grove, "I was 
involved in nothing." 


BUT THAT CHANGED AFTER a time. A vacancy oc- 


'cut-red on the Buffalo Grove Plan Commission and after 
months of dogging commission meetings, she won appoint- 
ment to the board by somewhat reluctant village officials. 


But, she said, she had not thought of running against Crane 


until asked to do so last year by members of the 12th Con- 
gressional District Democratic Women's Club, of which she is 
president. 


Ed Frank of Hoffman Estates became the candidate in- 


stead, but this year she decided to put her name before the 
party leaders of the district. 


She is, however, waiting to see whether there will be an- 


other Democratic challenger, in which case she says she will 
step aside. "I don't want to run in a primary," she says 
frankly, "because I don't think there would be a chance of 
winning if you alienated even one Democrat. You need every 
one of them, plus the independents, plus a good number of 
Republicans." 


HUT, SHE BELIEVES ALL those votes can be captured by 


someone who will go after them. 


Betty has no particular interest in debating the Republican 


congressman, partly because she does not believe he repre- 
sents the views of the people of the district. 


"I'll run my own campaign," she declares. "The private 


ownership of gold (a pet Crane issue) means nothing to me, 
but the price of beef in the supermarket means a great deal 
to me and to the people of tills district."

Department or Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, said 130 companies arc being 
denied participation in HUD programs 
because they faflcd to make corrections 
or repairs on homes subsidized by HUD 
or covered by mortgages Insured by the 
department. 


The list of contractors named ineligible 


for HUD contracts may be outdated, 
however. Two Northwest suburban com- 
panies. Family Homes of Wheeling and 
First Homes In DCS Plaints, and an indi- 
vidual. Koyal Faubion of Palatine, arc 
on the list. 


Family Homes built the Meadowbrook

during 1933 and 1956, but has no projects 
there.

It's a long way from being a Democrat running for a county 


office so deep In Georgia that you're almost in Florida, to 
being a Democrat running for national office in a solidly 
Republican territory of suburban Chicago. 


But given the route that Betty Spence has followed in poli- 


tics. It doesn't seem all that far-fetched. 


Politics was household fare in the Christopher family (her 


maiden name) In Waycross. 


ONK OF HETTY'S FEW memories of her father, a retired 


schoolteacher and tobacco farmer who died when she was 12, 


was his "politicking." As a child, she said, she seemed to 
spent a lot of time waiting in the car with her mother while 
her dad argued politics. inside the neighborhood grocery 
store. 


After graduation from high school and marriage to Johnny 


Spence at the age of 19, Betty took her place, in the civic 
affairs of her hometown, becoming deeply involved in the 
PTA. The local boosters club and church activities, among 
others. 


The "others" Included service as election judge, teller and 


poll watcher. 


Then In 1964, dismayed by the prospect of seeing Georgians 


elect cither Lester Mnddox or Bo Callaway as governor, she 
plunged Into a volunteer write-in campaign for Ellis Arnold, a. 
statewide effort which succeeded In denying both a majority 
and throwing the election Into the House. 


In 19G6 she became a member of the staff of William Stu- 


ckcy in his first election to Congress. 


It was the experience gained in these campaigns that 


taught her how to conduct a facc-to-facc, door-to-door, pre- 
cinct campaign that put her on the board of supervisors two 
years later, she says. 


SHE IS NEARLY CONVINCED, says Betty today, that ev- 


erybody who voted for her in the county election was con- 
vinced he was the only one who was doing so. But enough 
"onlys" voted to giver her a comfortable margin of approxi- 
mately 4,000 votes. 


But less than a year after her election, her husband's work 


— he's an International representative of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers — brought the Spenccs to 
Buffalo Grove. 


For n Georgia girl born and raised in a town of about 


35,000, married to n hometown boy and up to her chin in the 
life of the community, it was a rough transition. 


In Waycross, she was Betty Spence, "that woman" who got 


herself elected; "and I loved it." In Buffalo Grove, "I was 
involved in nothing." 


UUT THAT CHANGED AFTER a time. A vacancy oc- 


curred on the Buffalo Grove Plan Commission and after 
months of dogging commission meetings, she won appoint- 
ment to the board by somewhat reluctant village officials. 


But, she said, she had not thought of running against Crane 


until asked to do so last year by members of the 12th Con- 
gressional District Democratic Women's Club, of which she is 
president. 


Ed Frank of Hoffman Estates became the candidate in- 


stead, but tills year she decided to put her name before the 
party leaders of the district. 


She is, however, waiting to sec whether there will be an- 


other Democratic challenger, in which case she says she will 
step aside. "I don't want to run in a primary," she says 
frankly, "because I don't think there would be a chance of 
winning If you alienated even one Democrat. You need every 
one of them, plus the independents, plus a good number of 
Republicans." 


1JUT, SHE BELIEVES ALL those votes can be captured by 


someone who will go after them. 


Betty has no particular interest in debating the Republican 


congressman, partly because she does not believe he repre- 
sents the views of the people of the district. 


"I'll run my own campaign," she declares. "The private 


ownership of gold (a pet Crane issue) means nothing to me, 
but the price of beef in the supermarket means a great deal 
to me and to the people of this district."

214 wrapup 
Sub teachers call 
raises Insulting' 


Substitute teachers and teachers for homcbound students 


will receive raises In January, but the Increases were called 
"Insulting" by a representative of the teachers. 


The board Monday agreed to raise the dally rate for substi- 


tute teachers from $27.50 to $28 and to Increase the hourly 
rato for substitute teachers and teachers of homcbound stu- 
dents from $3.50 to $5.60. In addition the board raised the rate 
that substitutes will earn after 10 days on the same job from 
$.13 to $33.00. 


The board also agreed that next September, the daily rate 


will be raised again to $28.50, the rato after 10 days on the 
same Job will be raised to $.14.20 and the hourly rate (or 
teachers of homcbound students will be raised to $6.50. 
The hourly rate for substitutes will be raised to $5.70. The 
rate for teachers of homcbound students will be expected to 
cover mileage. 


Roscalcc Mclsncr, a substitute teacher In the district, said 


she believes the increases too small, particularly since all 
substitutes must take the extra period of supervisory duty 
that has been assigned to each teacher this year. 


Mrs. Mclsncr said, "Fifty cents a day isn't much of an 


Increase. It hardly pays for the Increase In the school lunches 
this year." 


Two contractors fined $6,200 


TWO CONTRACTORS who worked on Buffalo Grove High 


School have been assessed a total of $6,200 because of delays 
in completing their parts of the construction job. 


The High School Dist. 214 board agreed Monday to deduct 


$3,200 from the contract for Vicrtlng Steel Works, which sup- 
plied the structural steel for the school because the company 
was 16 days late In completing Its part of the work. 


In addition, the board agreed to deduct $3,000 from the 


contract of Ockcrlund Construction Co., the concrete con- 
tractor for the school. Ockcrlund was charged for a 15-day 
delay in completing the job. 


In both cases the boarc accepted the recommendation of 


Marshall Stevens, a representative of the building architect, 
not to charge the contractors for the total number of days 
they were late In completing their work. Stevens ex- 
plained that some of the delay was due to bad weather and a 
construction strike. 


In addition, the board agreed not to charge the contractors

In addition, the board agreed not to charge two other con- 


tractors who did not complete work on time because, accord- 
Ing to Stevens, their delay was due to slow work by other 
contractors. 


Representatives from both Ockcrlund and Vicrllng ap- 


peared at the meeting to protest the deduction In the con- 
tract. The board said if the two contractors decide to contest 
the board's action hi court, the board will ask for the total 
amount possible without regard to delays because-of bad 
weather. That would raise the deduction to $3,200 for Vlerling 
and $7,000 for Ockcrlund. 


The total steel contract for the high school was nearly 


$790,000 and the total concrete contract was more than 
$400,000. 


Buffalo Grove High School opened for students In time In 


September, but the school's gym, fleldhousc and auditorium 
were not ready In time for the opening. Some work still re- 
mains to be done in those parts of the building, school offi- 
cials said. 


Rns contract to be 'extended? 


SCHOOL BUS CONTRACTS, which three years ago landed 


the Dist. 214 board in court, will probably not be rcbld this 
year. Instead, the board has agreed to try to negotiate a one- 
year extension on its contract with the two companies that 
provide bus service to the district. 


The board Monday authorized Assistant Supt. Robert Weber 


to try to negotiate or/c-year extensions on the contracts with 
Hltzcnthalcr Bus Lines and Cook County Bus Co. The con- 
tracts are due to expire at the end of this school year. 


Weber told the board he had originally thought the contract 


should be rcbid for another three years, but as he heard news 
of the fuel shortage and of financial problems of some bus 
companies he said, "I began to feel it might not be a bad idea 
to negotiate for one more year." 


The district is not required by law to bid (or school bus 


service, Weber said. Supl. Edward Gilbert added that, If the 
district extends its present contracts for one more year, its 
contract will then expire at the same time as some area 
elementary school districts and it might be possible for ele- 
mentary districts and Dist. 214 to form a cooperative in buy- 
Ing bus service. 


District officials estimate the contracts could be renego- 


tiated at a five to six percent Increase over last year. 


In 1971. Dist. 214 asked the Cook County Circuit Court to 


decide between Cook County Bus Co. and a rival bidder, Da- 
vldsmcycr Bus Co. Both companies had bid on providing ser- 
vice to tltc southern part of the district. 


The district decided to go to court after a dispute over 


which company had submitted the lowest bid and over the 
legality of a board action awarding a bid. Finally, Cook Coun- 
ty was awarded the $800,000 contract to provide service for 
the southern part of the district and Rltzcnthaler received the 
$1.4 million contract on busing in the northern part of the 
district. 


Teachers9 grievance to be heard 


THE niST. 214 board agreed Monday that, If necessary, It 


will hold n public hearing on a grievance filed by the Dist. 214 
Education Association at Its next regular board meeting, Nov. 


The grievance protests the board's policy, adopted this 


year, that all teachers must be assigned one period of extra 
supervisory duty In addition to the five class periods. In the 
past, extra supervisory duty, including such jobs as hall 
monitor, were assigned to only a few teachers. 


Representatives of tltc association have appeared several 


limes before the board to protest the policy. Under the formal 
grievance, which has now been filed, it is charged that the 
policy violates the board's contract with the association. 


Under the grievance procedure in the district's contract, 


the charges arc first heard by Supt. Edward Gilbert and then, 
If the association wants to appeal further, by the board In a 
public hearing. Gilbert said he will hear the case this week.

He loved camping, sleeping out- 
side, hiking, bike riding. He joined Boy 
Scouts about a year ago and particularly 
enjoyed their outdoor activities. He spent 
two weeks at a Scout camp last summer 
— and loved it. 


Ironically Tom wasn't planning to go 


on the trip last weekend because he 
thought he didn't qualify, having missed 
a prep session the previous week. He 


weekends during the summer, and usual- 
ly in parks' that lie In newer neighbor- 
hoods. "The kids arc younger and don't 
feel like they belong yet," he said.

THE TUIP WAS to Apple River Can- 


yon State Park near Galena with Boy 
Scout Troop 23 of Mount Prospect, spon- 
sored by the Fairview School PTA. The 
Troop is a stable one, In existance 41 
years, and has taken boys on this same 
outing many times before. There were 17 
boys and three adult leaders on the trip. 


Saturday, about 4 p.m., the patrol lead- 


ers were preparing dinner while Tom 
and some of the other boys were explor- 
ing. Then the accident occurred. 


Apparently, Tom was at the top of a 


bluff looking at the river below when he 
slipped and fell 50 feet to a rocky ledge 
below. Within minutes, Gilbert Spencer, 
assistant scoutmaster and a trained first 
aid instructor, was at Tom's side. Fifteen 
minutes later an ambulance and attend- 
ants were present. Tom was pronounced 
dead on arrival at a nearby hospital. 


Arthur Allen, Scout Executive for the 


Northwest Suburban Council of Boy 
Scouts of America, sent a letter to Gil 
Spencer, a part of which follows: 


"Your prompt action in summoning 


aid, your qualification as an experienced 
first aider, and your personal qualities of 
leadership give us all great assurance 
that everything humanly possible was 
done properly at the scene of the acci- 
dent." 


Other boys on the trip were immediate- 


ly taken home. Most of them are still too 
shaken to comment on the tragedy. 


TOM WAS A seventh grade student at 


Lincoln Junior High. Loren McClendon, a 
science teacher, commented, "Tom was 
a really great kid. He had a lot of things 
going for him. It's a terrible tragedy." 


Dennis Clark, 619 Prospect Manor, a 


classmate of Tom's, said, "Ho was a 
really nice kid to be around. He was al- 
ways doing lots of things." 


Last June Tom completed seven years 


at Fairview, just around the comer from 
lu's home. He started kindergarten there 
when his family moved to Mount Pros- 
poet. His sixth grade home room teacher 
at Fairview was Emily MacBride. She 


remembers Tom as a very friendly boy 
with big enthusiasm for the outdoors. 
Said she, "If It had to happen, it was 
surely in a setting where he was the hap- 
piest. I saw him just a week ago and he 
was talking about camping. A fine, fine 
boy." 


Father Kenneth Kiepura from St. Ray- 


mond Catholic Church said, "Tom 
had 


many fine, rare qualities for a boy his 
age. He was kind and considerate, polite 
and very happy. He got along well with 
everybody." 


Tom came from a warm family that 


has a great deal of strong, personal inner 
faith that is sustaining them in this 
crisis. His parents said, "We have so 
many wonderful 
things to remember 


about Tom. If he were to live his life 
again, we wouldn't change a thing and it 
Is wonderful to be able to say that." 


TOM WAS ONE of five children. He is 


survived by twin sisters Pamela and Pa- 
tricia, 10, a sister Suzanne, 9, and a 
brother Michael, 5. 


Prayers will be said at 9:30 a m. today 


in the chapel of Friedrichs Funderal 
Home, 320 W. Central Rd., Mount Pros- 
pect. Funeral services will bo at St. Ray- 
mond Church, 300 S. Elmhurst Rd.. 
where a Mass will be said at 10 a m. 


Meanwhile, Yvonne Singer, 415 Pros- 


pect Manor, has made the suggestion 
that Tom's friends set up some sort of 
memorial in his honor. The present idea 
is to have something like a trophy given 
to a "student of the year." each year at 
Lincoln Junior High. The plans however, 
are just tentative, but it would be a fit- 
ting memorial to a fine boy.

Royal Paublon of Palatine, arc 
on the list. 


Family Homes built the Mcadowbrook

there.

Robert Widdicombe, executive director 


of the Home Builders Association of 
Greater Chicago, said U is meaningless 
to discuss widespread abuse in the bous- 
ing field without reference to specific 
projects. "The FHA has been the target 


of much abuse," he conceded. "In some 
measure it has been the result of a few 
builders who simply have not measured 
up." 


Widdicocombe said the policing of the 


housing industry should come from with- 
in its own ranks. The association will 
soon announce a new home warranty 
program which should alleviate the prob- 
lems of poor workmanship, he said. FHA 
was cut off in subsidized projects, he 
noted and many local builders choose 
not to deal with the agency.

Today's sophisticated reading books, 


leaching aids make learning more fun

Remember, as a young child, when you 


first went to school and learned to read 
nnd write? And you learned, perhaps, by 
using a reader that Included stories on 
the everyday life of a boy and girl and 
by penciling the curves and lines of let- 
ters In a workbook that accompanied the 
reader. 


Children 
still 
learn how to read 


through books add how to write by prac- 
ticing on lined paper, but what Is differ- 
ent is the type of books and materials 
educational textbook publishers arc pro- 
ducing. First of all. reading books deal 
nilh new stories with more colorful and 
varied artwork. The contents of the pro- 
gram the publishers have created, en- 
compass more genres of literature, In- 
cluding poetry and drama at the primary 
grades, one, two and three. 


And 
to aid the 
learning process, 


games, aids and activities arc being 
used. 


Many local educators, distantly ex- 


posed to new materials, say the books 
arc not so new, but the parents of a child 
In grade school might be surprised when 
they look Into a book their child uses. 


I n 
Arlington 
Heights 
elementary 


schools, the basic reader is tilled with 
colorful stories. Illustrations and activi- 
ties arc nil Included In the program. 


"One main reason why we went into 


Ihl;) is that it's attractive." said James 
Montgomery. Arlington Heights School 
Dlst. 23 director of instruction. 


The textbook industry aims to make its 


package attractive so no one will com- 
plain that the lessons arc not interesting. 


"First we had to break out of the old 


mold and splash out in color." said Rob- 
ert Kcastcr. a sales manager tit Glnn 
a n el Company. Textbook authorities 
claimed that with ordinary readers, 
many teachers were plagued with the 
problem of making stories interesting 
and relevant to children. The company 
decided that the readers, and not the 
teachers, should motivate students in 
their learning. 


"TIIEHE'S A REAL variety of Illustra- 


tions and photographs," said Feaster. 
"They can be imaginative or realistic 
drawings. One of the real skills for a stu- 
dent Is creativity, so artwork and story 
both must stimulate a child's imagina- 
tion, which i.s the purpose of the reading 
program." 


Once n child's attention is caught, the 


story contents must be equally or more 
interesting. First, the child must rccog- 
nue the language. Textbook companies 
have disbanded unnecessary repetition 
and made the language more realistic, 
according to Feaster. 


BOOKS, BOOKS, BOOKS. They're 
chock full of colorful illustrations and 
now stories. 


"Most kids come to school with a cum-

learned," Feaster said, adding that the 
contents of their texts now sound the way 
children talk. "What a person speaks, he 
can write. Reading is nothing more than 
that." 


A child who has command of a certain 


vocabulary needs stories that would help 
him learn new words and ideas. New 
reading books include poems, fables and 
variations of reading materials In their 
program. "We feel that this is impor- 
tant," said Feaster. "The old story line 
has been abandoned and we have taken a 
larger view. We took away the ster- 
eotyped picture of middle class life," he 
said of the traditional boy-girl dominated 
stories. 


Altine Halm of Seott, Fores man Com- 


pany, said the firm still publishes and 
sells the scries with Dick and Jane char- 
acters. 


"It's well-liked," said Miss Halm. 


"Though we've come out with new read- 
ing systems, the books were right for 
their time. 


"It's a matter of life changing." she 


said. "I feel the family changes and ev- 
erything in the world changes. Children 
have better vocabularies so the contents 
arc more sophisticated than in the past." 


A CHILD LEAItNS how to read but nut 


always without problems. The teacher 
now doesn't have to sit there and drill 
with a student. Instead, firms have come 
out with learning aids for pupils and spe- 
cial tools for teachers. And aids art* 
available for the student to bolster his 
skills. 


For example. Scott Forcsman sells a 


magnetic board, for students. Magnetic 
pieces of sentences, words, letters and 
pictures arc the tools of the learning aid. 
Word puzzles, practice books, practice 
kits and alphabet cards arc part of the 
program.

Back In Wnyeross. Co.. she was known as "that woman." 
"That woman" hud a temerity lo become the only chal- 


lenger to a male candidate who everybody conceded was a- 
bout lo be elected to the board of supervisors of deep south- 
ern Ware County. ("Thirty minutes before the deadline, I 
was standing in the courthouse trying to make up my mind 
whether to enter the race."* 


During the campaign none of the voters seemed lo know 


her name. ("Oh! You're that woman who's running for the 
county board.") 


But on election day. the voters of Ware County made "that 


woman" the first ever elected lo a county supervisor's post in 
the State of Georgia. 


That was in 1'JWI. 


"NOW "THAT WOMAN." Betty Speiice. sits in the comfort- 


able living room of her suburban trl-lcvcl In Buffalo Grove 
and talks about another campaign. 


She now appears to be the only Democratic challenger to 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, Republican incumbent who just 
about everybody concedes Is about to be reflected to the U.S. 
Congress. 


It's n long way from being a Democrat running for a counly 


office so deep In Georgia that you're almost in Florida, to 
being a Democrat running for national office in a solidly 
Republican territory of suburban Chicago. 


But given the route that Betty Spence has followed in poli- 


tics. It doesn't seem all that far-fetched. 


Politics was household fare in the Christopher family (her 


maiden name) In Wnycross. 


ONE OK BETTY'S FE«" memories of her father, a retired 


schoolteacher and tobocc 
inner who died when she was 12, 


was his "politicking." As a child, she said, she seemed to 
spent a lot of time waiting in the car with her mother while 
her dad argued politics inside the neighborhood grocery 
store. 


After graduation from high school and marriage to Johnny 


Spence at the age of 19, Betty took her place in the civic 
affairs of her hometown, becoming deeply involved in the 
PTA. The local boosters club and church activities, among 
others. 


The "others" included service as election judge, teller and 


poll watcher. 


Then In 196-1, dismayed by the prospect of seeing Georgians 


elect cither Lester Maddox or Bo Callaway as governor, she 
plunged Into a volunteer write-in campaign for Ellis Arnold, a 
statewide effort which succeeded in denying both a majority 
and throwing the election Into the House. 


In I960 she became a member of the staff of William Stu- 


ckcy in his first election to Congress. 


It was the experience gained in these campaigns that 


taught her how to conduct a facc-to-facc, door-to-door, pre- 
cinct campaign that put her on the board of supervisors two 
years later, she says. 


SHE IS NEARLY CONVINCED, says Betty today, that ev- 


erybody who voted for her In the county election was con- 
vinced he was the only one who was doing so. But enough 
"onlys" voted to giver her a comfortable margin of approxi- 
mately 4,000 votes. 


But less than a year after her election, her husband's work 


— he's on International representative of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers — brought the Spences to 
Buffalo Grove. 


For a Georgia girl born and raised In a town of about 


115,000, married lo a hometown boy and up to her chin in the 
life of the community, it was a rough transition. 


In Waycross, she was Betty Spence, "that woman" who gut 


herself elected, "arxl I loved it." In Buffalo Grove, "I was 
involved In nothing." 


HUT THAT CHANGED AKTKIl a time. A vacancy oc- 


curred on the Buffalo Grove Plan Commission and after 
months of dogging commission meetings, she won appoint- 
ment to the board by somewhat reluctant village officials-. 


But, she said, she had not thought of running against Crane 


until asked to do so last year by members of the 12th Con- 
gressional District Democratic Women's Club, of which she Is 
president. 


Ed Frank of Hoffman Estates became the candidate in- 


stead, but this year she decided to put her name before the 
party leaders of the district. 


She is, however, waiting to sec whether there will be an- 


other Democratic challenger, In which case she says she will 
step aside. "I don't want to run in a primary," she says 
frankly, "because I don't think there would be a chance of 
winning If you alienated even one Democrat. You need every 
one of them, plus the independents, plus a good number of 
Republicans." 


HUT. SHE BELIEVES ALL those votes can be captured by 


someone who will go after them. 


Betty has no particular Interest in debating the Republican 


congressman, partly because she does not believe he repre- 
sents the views of the people of the district. 


"I'll run my own campaign," she declares. "The private

Substitute teachers and teachers for homebound students 


wilt receive raises In January, but the Increases were called 
"Insulting" by a representative of the teachers. 


The board Monday agreed to raise the dally rate for substi- 


tute teachers from $27.50 to $28 and to Increase the hourly 
rate for substitute teachers and teachers of homebound stu- 
dents from $3.50 to $3.60. In addition the board raised the rate 
that substitutes will earn after 10 days on the same job from 
$33 to $33.60. 


The board also agreed that next September, the dally rate 


will be raised again to $20.50, the rate after 10 days on the 
same Job will be raised to $34.20 and the hourly rate for 
teachers of homebound students will be raised to $6.50. 
The hourly rate for substitutes will be raised to $5.70. The 
rate for teachers of homebound students will be expected to 
cover mileage. 


Rosoalcc Mclsncr, a substitute teacher In the district, said 


she believes the Increases too small, particularly since all 
substitutes must take the extra period of supervisory duty 
that has been assigned to each teacher this year. 


Mrs. Mcisncr said, "Fifty cents a day Isn't much of on 


Increase. It hardly pays for the Increase In the school lunches 
this year." 


Tivo contractors fined $6,200 


TWO CONTRACTORS who worked on Buffalo Grove High 


School have been assessed a total of $6.200 because of delays 
In completing their parts of the construction job. 


The High School Dist. 214 board agreed Monday to deduct 


$3,200 from the contract for Vlcrllng Steel Works, which sup- 
plied the structural steel for the school because the company 
was 10 days latu In completing its part of the work. 


In addition, the board agreed to deduct $3,000 from the 


contract of Ockcriund Construction Co., the concrete con- 
tractor for the school. Ockcriund was charged for a 15-day 
delay In completing the job. 


In both cases the boarc accepted the recommendation of 


Marshall Stevens, a representative of the building architect, 
not to charge the contractors for the total number of days 
they were late In completing their work. Stevens ex- 
plained that some of the delay was due to bad weather and a 
construction strike. 


In addition, the board agreed not to charge the contractors

In addition, the board agreed not to charge two other con- 


tractors who did not complete work on time because, accord- 
Ing to Stevens, their delay was due to slow work by other 
contractors. 


Representatives from both Ockcriund and Vlcrllng ap- 


peared at the meeting to protest the deduction In the con- 
tract. The board sold if the two contractors decide to contest 
the board's action in court, the board will ask for the total 
amount possible without regard to delays because of bad 
weather. That would raise the deduction to $5,200 for Vierllng 
and $7,00fl for Ockcriund. 


The total steel contract for the high school was nearly 


$790,000 and the total concrete contract was more than 
$400,000. 


Buffalo Grove High School opened for students In time in 


September, but the school's gym, ficldhouse and auditorium 
were not ready In time for the opening. Some work still re- 
mains to be done in those parts of the building, school offi- 
cials said. 


Bus contract to be extended? 


SCHOOL BUS CONTRACTS, which three years ago landed 


the Dist. 214 board in court, will probably not be rcbld this 
year. Instead, the board has agreed to try to negotiate a one- 
year extension on Its contract with the two companies that 
provide bus service to the district. 


The board Monday authorized Assistant Supt. Robert Weber 


to try to negotiate one-year extensions on the contracts with 
nitzcnthalcr Bus Lines and Cook County Bus Co. The con- 
tracts are due to expire at the end of this school year. 


Weber told the board he had originally thought the contract 


should be rcbld for another three years, but as he heard news 
of the fuel shortage and of financial problems of some bus 
companies he said, "I began to feel it might not be a bad idea 
to negotiate for one more year." 


The district Is not required by law to bid for school bus 


service, Weber said. Supt. Edward Gilbert added that, If the 
district extends its present contracts for one more year, its 
contract will then expire at the same time as some area 
elementary school districts and It might be possible for ele- 
mentary districts and Dist. 214 to form a cooperative in buy- 
Ing bus service. 


DUtrlct officials estimate the contracts could be renego- 


tiated at a five to six percent Increase over last year. 


In 1071, Dist. 214 asked the Cook County Circuit Court to 


decide between Cook County Bus Co. and a rival bidder, Da- 
vldsmcyer Bus Co. Both companies had bid on providing ser- 
vice to the southern part of the district. 


The district decided to go to court after o dispute over 


which company had submitted the lowest bid and over the 
legality of a board action awarding a bid. Finally, Cook Coun- 
ty was awarded the $800,000 contract to provide service for 
the southern part of the district and Rltzcnthalcr received the 
$1.4 million contract on busing in the northern part of the 
district. 


Teachers9 grievance to be heard 


THE DIST. 214 board agreed Monday that, If necessary, it 


will liold a public hearing on a grievance filed by the Dist. 214 
Education Association at its next regular board meeting, Nov. 
26. 


The grievance protests the board's policy, adopted this 


year, that all teachers must be assigned one period of extra 
supervisory duty In addition to the five class periods. In the 
post, extra supervisory duty, Including such jobs as hall 
monitor, were assigned to only a few teachers. 


Representatives of the association have appeared several 


times before the board to protest the policy. Under the formal 
grievance, which has now been filed, It Is charged that the 
policy violates the board's contract with the association. 


Under the grievance procedure in the district's contract, 


the charges arc first heard by Supt. Edward Gilbert and then, 
If the association wants to appeal further, by the board In a 
public hearing. Gilbert said he will hear the case this week.

Causaslan, Negro and Oriental chil- 


dren are Included In stories and arc illus- 
trated in homes, schools and activities 
together. 


Although some companies have been 


cited for stereotyping men and women in 
the way they appear in stories, a number 
of others arc gradually changing their 
texts to include literature that won't typi- 
fy a woman staying at home or a man 
with a business suit going to work. 


If some elementary classrooms appear 


to be noisy in School Dist. 25, It's be- 
cause students are busy with their work. 
You'll see children listening to others 
read. A child might help himself to some 
reading cards. And a group of children 
are playing a word game. All arc learn- 
ing how to read. 


A CHILD ISN'T restricted to just the 


text. He has shelves of various books he 
can take out and read. Each school in 
the district has individual budgets on 
what it spends on books. The responsi- 
bility shifts to each teacher when he or 
she decides what supplementary reading 
Is suitable for each classroom. The idea 
is to get as much materials as possible, 
and suitable for every Individual.

Cathy Sauer, a primary grade teacher
